In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  warrant  the  voters  assembled  in  the 
Town  Hall  on  Tuesday  evening,  April  5,  1921. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  promptly  at  7.15  o'clock  by  Daniel  F. 
Knowlton,  Moderator. 

The  warrant  calling  the  meeting  and  return  thereon  was  read  by 
George  T.  Till,  Town  Clerk.  There  were  more  than  one  hundred  voters 
present. 

Voting  Precincts. 

At  the  special  town  meeting  held  Tuesday,  October  5,  it  was  voted  that 
the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  make  a  division  of  the  town  into  con- 
venient voting  precincts  under  Chapter  835,  Section  22 1,  of  the  Acts  of 
1913,  and  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

The  board  made  a  careful  survey  of  the  town,  taking  into  consideration 
a  division  into  precincts  of  nearly  equal  voting  strength  and  also  a  divi- 
sion with  line  drawn  to  make  the  polling  places  convenient  to  the  voters 
in  the  respective  sections  of  the  town,  regardless  of  the  number  of  voters 
in  each  precinct. 

After  considering  two,  three  and  four  precincts,  the  board  voted  to 
recommend  three  precincts,  drawn  for  the  convenience  of  the  voter,  viz.  : 

Precinct  i.  Comprising  that  portion  of  the  town  between  the  Lynn 
and  Salem  line  to  and  including  the  northerly  side  of  New  Ocean  street 
and  the  State  road,  with  a  voting  population  of  1,430  with  polling  place 
at  Railroad  avenue  (portable  building). 

Precinct  2.  Extending  from  the  southerly  side  of  New  Ocean  street, 
Paradise  road  and  the  State  road  to  a  line  drawn  from  the  State  highway 
at  Walker  road  to  Forest  avenue  to  Humphrey  square  and  north  of  Puritan 
road  to  the  right  of  way  to  Whales  beach  at  the  outfall  sewer,  having  a 
voting  population  of  1,826,  with  polling  place  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Precinct  3.  To  include  the  remainder  of  the  town,  taking  both  sides  of 
Puritan  road  from  the  right  of  way  to  Whales  beach,  Galloupe  estate, 
Little's  point  to  the  Marblehead  line  with  a  voting  population  of  402,  to 
vote  at  the  Phillips  beach  chemical  house. 

Our  recommendations  and  plans  were  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk, 
Friday,  November  27,  as  required  by  the  statute. 

Article  i.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  reference  to 
the  division  of  the  town  into  voting  precincts  was  read,  and  upon  motion 
it  was 

Voted,  To  accept  and  adopt  the  above  report  as  read. 
The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  read  by  Harry  D.  Linscott, 
Chairman. 

Report  of  Finance  Committee  on  Articles  in  Town  Warrant  for 
Special  Town  fleeting  of  April  5,  1921. 

Art.  2.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  town  has  used  this  street  con- 
stantly in  building  the  new  Machon  schoolhouse  and  should  control  the 
entrance  to  it,  we  recommend  that  Burpee  road  from  Essex  street  to  the 
upper  or  northerly  line  of  the  school  lot  be  accepted  by  the  town  when 
waivers  are  signed,  and  that  the  sum  of  $7,500  be  spproprialed  for  orig- 
inal construction  thereof,  to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town. 
The  balance  of  this  road,  namely,  from  near  the  schoolhouse  lot  to  Jessie 
street  takes  in  what  was  formerly  called  Bertha  street.  It  is  a  rough, 
uncared  for  private  road,  partly  through  undeveloped  priv  te  property. 
The  road  is  filled  with  rock  and  ledge.  To  put  it  in  passable  shape  would 
coit  the  town  $10,^00.  We  feel  that  under  no  circumstances  would  the 
town  be  justified  in  accepting  the  balance  of  this  street,  and  accordingly 
we  recorn'Tiend  that  action  thereon  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art  3,  We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  and  instructed 
to  discontinue  such  portions  of   Buena  Vista  street  (as  laid  out  and 
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accepted  by  vote  of  the  town  April  21,  1902,  and  April  lO,  1909),  as  will 
make  the  accepted  part  of  said  street  approximately  a  forty  (40)  foot 
street,  coinciding  substantially,  as  to  said  accepted  part,  with  plan  on  file 
with  Board  of  Selectmen  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated 
February,  1921  ;  necessary  waivers  to  be  first  obtained. 

Art.  4.  To  accept  the  street  and  put  it  in  condition,  as  contemplated 
by  this  article,  would  require  an  expenditure  of  $8,500  The  street  is 
not  a  general  thoroughfare,  and  its  location  is  such  that  there  cannot  be 
said  to  be  any  general  use  of  it  by  the  town's  people.  In  our  opinion  the 
town  cannot  afford  to  go  on  developing  essentially  private  streets  of  this 
character,  particularly  when  cost  is  so  high. 

We  accordingly  recommend  that  action  on  the  foregoing  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  5.  The  discontinuance  of  this  street  will  not  seriously  incon- 
venience travel,  as  Ellis  and  Paradise  roads  can  easily  be  used,  and  the 
present  condition  is  dangerous  for  the  school  children.  There  is  no 
playground  attached  to  the  school  and  Abbott  park  must  be  used.  The 
attendance  of  an  officer  is  now  required,  and  this  would  be  avoided  if  the 
street  were  closed.    There  will  be  some  expense  for  grading  and  curbing. 

We  recommend  that  that  part  of  Middlesex  avenue,  as  laid  out  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shown  on  a  plan  drawn  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engi- 
neer, dated  February,  192 1,  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  be  dis- 
continued as  soon  as  waivers  are  signed,  and  that  $1,200  be  appropriated 
therefor. 

Art.  6.  To  accept  and  lay  out  this  street  as  called  for  by  said  plan 
would  cost  $3,500.  Erie  street  is  a  short  side  street  running  from  Pine 
street  to  Eastern  avenue. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  7.  We  recommend  that  a  sewer  be  constructed  in  Palmer  road  to 
Atlantic  avenue,  through  Atlantic  avenue  to  Palmer  avenue  and  through 
Palmer  avenue  to  Humphrey  street  and  that  the  sum  of  $10,000  be  appro- 
priated therefor  to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town. 

Art.  8.  We  recommend  that  a  sewer  be  constructed  extending  from 
the  present  sewer  in  Humphrey  square  along  Atlantic  avenue  to  Palmer 
road,  and,  from  Palmer  avenue  along  Atlantic  avenue  to  Ocean  avenue, 
and  that  the  sum  of  $8,000  be  appropriated  therefor,  to  be  raised  by  notes 
or  bonds  of  the  town  ;  provided,  however,  that  said  notes  or  bonds  shall 
not  be  issued  and  said  work  shall  not  be  started,  until  all  arrangements 
have  been  completed  for  the  repavement  of  Atlantic  avenue. 

Art.  9.  To  appropriate  and  raise  by  borrowing  or  otherwise  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  articles. 

We  recommend,  for  the  purposes  specified  in  Article  2,  relating  to  the 
appropriation  of  seventy-five  hundred  dollars  for  the  original  construction 
of  Burpee  road  from  Essex  street  to  the  upper  or  northerly  line  of  the 
Machon  school  lot,  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
be  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  seventy-five  hundred  dollars 
and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor;  said  bonds  or  notes  to 
be  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Select- 
men, and  shall  be  issued  and  payable  in  accordance  with  Clause  6  of  Section 
7  and  Section  19  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  so  thatH;he  whole  loan

of  Section  7  and  Section  19  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and  of 
Chapter  278  of  the  Acts  of  1920,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in 
not  more  than  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  first  bond  or 
note  or  at  such  earlier  dates  as  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  may  determine;  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  denominated  on 
the  face  thereof;  "Swampscott  Sewerage  Loan  Act  of  1920,"  and  shall  bear 
such  rates  of  interest  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen.  (Unanimous.) 

That  for  the  purposes  specified  in  Article  8  relating  to  the  appropriation 
of  $8,000  for  the  extension  of  the  sewer  from  Humphrey  square  through 
Atlantic  avenue  to  Palmer  avenue  and  through  Atlantic  avenue  from  Palmer 
avenue  to  Ocean  avenue,  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the

of  the  Selectmen,  may  determine;  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  denom- 
inated on  the  face  thereof  "  Swampscott  Sewerage  Loan  Act  of  1920"  and 
shall  bear  such  rates  of  interest  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen;  provided,  however,  that  said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  not  be  issued,  and  said  work  shall  not  be  started,  until  all  arrange- 
ments have  been  completed  for  the  repavement  of  Atlantic  avenue. 
(Unanimous.)

such  earlier  dates  as  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
may  determine;  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  denominated  on  the  face 
thereof  "Swampscott  Sewerage  Loan  Acts  of  1920,"  and  shall  bear  such 
rates  of  interest  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen.  (Unanimous.) 
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That  for  the  purposes  specified  in  Article  22,  relating  to  the  appropri- 
ation of  $  ID, 000  for  the  resurfacing  of  Burrill  street  from  Paradise  road  to 
Railroad  avenue,  that  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen 
be  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  $10,000  and  to  issue  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  said  bonds  or  notes  to  be  signed  hy  the 
Treasurer  and  countersigned  bj  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen  and  shall  be 
Issued  and  payable  in  accordance  with  Clause  8  of  Section  7  and  Section 
19  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid 
in  not  more  than  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  first  bond  or 
note  or  at  such  earlier  dates  as  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  may  determine  ;  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  denominated  on  the 
face  thereof  "  Burrill  Street  Loan"  and  shall  bear  such  rates  of  interest 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen. 
(Unanimous.) 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  under  Article  32,  appointed  to 
formulate  a  plan  for  taking  of  votes  on  certain  appropriations  by  means 
of  the  Australian  ballot,  was  read  by  Henry  S.  Baldwin,  Chairman.

The  committee  appointed  under  Article  32  of  the  warrant  for  the  annual 
meeting  reports  as  follows  : — 

The  article  instructs  the  committee  to  formulate  a  plan  for  the  taking 
of  votes  on  certain  appropriations  by  means  of  the  Australian  ballot. 
Realizing  that  any  by-law  adopted  by  the  town  before  becoming  operative, 
would  have  to  be  approved  by  the  Attorney-General,  we  decided  to  confer 
with  that  officer  before  taking  any  steps.  This  was  done  and  it  was  found 
that  the  subject  had  already  been  carefully  considered  by  him  in  conse- 
quence of  requests  from  various  other  towns  that  were  considering  the 
same  problem.  After  careful  study  he  had  drafted  a  by-law,  a  copy  of 
which  he  furnished  us.  We  considered  this  draft  and  reached  the  con- 
clusion that  it  covered  our  situation  and  decided  to  report  the  same  for  the 
consideration  of  this  meeting. 

On  investigation  we  found  that  the  power  of  the  town  to  deal  with  the 
matter  is  limited,  The  business  of  the  town,  so  far  as  the  appropriation 
of  money  is  concerned,  is  done  through  the  action  of  the  town  meeting. 
No  by-law,  therefore,  is  valid  that  interferes  with  such  action.  For  instance, 
it  would  not  be  possible  to  have  a  by-law  requiring  all  requests  for  appro- 
priations of  money  to  be  placed  automatically  upon  the  ballot.  If  it  is 
desired  to  take  such  action,  the  meeting  itself  must  do  so;  this  it  can  do 
without  any  by-law.  We  believe,  however,  that  the  adoption  of  a  by-law, 
simple  in  its  terms  as  the  one  drafted  by  the  Attorney-General,  would  be 
beneficial.  We  believe  that  the  following  by-law  will  accomplish  the 
purpose  sought  by  the' Article,  and,  therefore,  recommend  its  adoption. 

By=Law  to  Place  Motions  on  the  Ballot. 

Action  on  any  pending  motion  under  an  Article  in  the  warrant  shall, 
upon  request  of  fifteen  voters,  be  postponed,  after  consideration  and  debate, 
to  an  adjourned  meeting  to  be  held  within  ten  days  after  consideration  of 
all  articles  in  the  warrant.  At  such  adjourned  meeting  a  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  ballot.  The  check  list  shall  be  used  and  the  polls  shall  remain 
open  for  at  least  four  hours.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  Ballot  Clerks 
and  Tellers,  who  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Selectmen  may 
determine.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  prepare  ballots  for  use  at  such  adjourned 
meeting,  and  shall  cause  to  be  printed  thereon  all  motions  so  postponed, 
so  as  to  give  to  each  voter  an  opportunity  to  record  his  vote  by  an  X  in  a 
yes  or  no  square  at  the  right  of  each  question.  No  amendment  to  a  motion 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  ballot,  but  if  postponement  of  action  on  amend- 
ments is  ordered  by  the  voters,  amendments  shall  be  deemed  substitute 
motions,  and  the  original  motion  and  substitutes  shall  be  printed  upon 
said  ballot.  In  the  event  that  more  than  one  proposition  under  an  article 
shall  receive  more  than  a  majority  in  the  affirmative,  the  motion  receiving 
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the  larger  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  adopted.  The 
arrangement  of  motions  upon  the  ballot  shall  be  as  determined  by  the 
Moderator.

Gentlemen, —  I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  January  i  to  June  30,  1921 , 
made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  35,  Chapter  44  of  ihe 
General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  to  me  by  Mr. 
Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Examiner  of  this  Division,  who  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  work.

Mr.  Theodore  N.   Waddell,  Director  of  Accounts,  Department  of  Cor- 
porations and  Taxation,  State  House,  Boston: 

Sir, — As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the 
town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  January  i,  to  June  30,  1921,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon  : 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  books  in  the 
accountant's  and  the  treasurer's  departments. 

The  books  in  the  accountant's  office  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  treasurer's  books;  and  the 
payments  were  checked  by  comparing  the  approved  bills  and  pay-rolls 
with  the  warrants  and  with  the  treasurer's  books. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records 
of  appropriations  voted  by  the  town.  The  ledger  postings  were  verified, 
a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet  prepared. 

The  accounts  have  been  kept  in  the  usual  efficient  manner. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  receipts  and  disbursements  were  checked  and  verified  by  a  comparison 
with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town, 
with  the  warrants  authorizing  disbursements  of  town  funds,  and  with  the 
accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  reconciling  the  bank  accounts  with 
the  statements  furnished  by  the  several  banks. 
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The  debt  and  interest  payments  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling 
due  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds,  notes,  and  coupons  on  file.  The  bank 
deposits  for  the  payment  of  debt  and  interest  were  verified  with  the  bank 
statements,  and  coupons  and  bonds  not  presented  for  payment  were  listed. 

The  clerical  work  of  this  department  has  been  careful  and  accurate. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  and  of  his  predecessor 
were  examined.  The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments  were  checked 
and  verified  ;  the  receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  ; 
the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  records  ;  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  compared  with  the  accountant's  books, 
differences  being  reconciled.  As  verification  notices  were  mailed  to  per- 
sons owing  money  to  the  town  at  the  time  the  accounts  were  recommitted 
to  the  new  collector,  it  did  not  seem  necessary  to  do  so  at  this  time. 

The  sewer  and  sidewalk  assessments  apportioned  and  not  due  were 
listed  from  the  records  kept  by  the  assessors  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  books  of  the  water  and  sewage  board  were  examined  and  checked 
for  the  period  from  January  1  to  June  30,  192 1.  The  recorded  commit- 
ments were  footed  and  reported  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified 
by  a  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books.  The  outstanding  accounts 
as  shown  by  the  register  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's 
books,  and  the  accounts  as  shown  by  the  books  proved  to  be  in  balance 
as  of  June  30,  192 1. 

Before  the  report  of  the  semi-annual  audit  had  been  made,  however, 
the  Division  of  Accounts  was  notified  by  the  commissioners  that  they 
were  in  possession  of  certain  information  regarding  the  clerk  of  the  board, 
and  requested  that  a  more  detailed  examination  of  the  accounts  be  made. 
Before  this  examination  was  commenced,  the  clerk  confessed  to  the  com- 
missioners that  he  had  been  taking  money  belonging  to  the  department 
for  his  own  use. 

Under  the  system  of  accounting  in  use  the  only  record  showing  unpaid 
charges  is  the  register.  As  this  record  had  previously  been  examined,  it 
was  necessary  to  check  the  meter  reading  cards  to  the  service  cards  for 
the  period  from  January  i,  1917,  to  August  5,  1921,  and  the  service  cards 
to  the  register,  it  being  also  necessary  to  compute  and  enter  omitted 
items.  This  entailed  a  considerable  amount  of  checking  and  investiga- 
tion, as  it  was  found  that  some  accounts  had  not  been  charged  for  water 
used  for  several  years,  some  of  these  accounts  being  marked  *'shut  off," 
"abandoned,"  or  "discontinued,"  on  the  register,  although  the  meter 
cards  showed  that  water  was  being  used. 

In  checking  the  meter  reading  cards  with  the  service  cards  and  com- 
puting the  charges,  it  was  found  that  overcharges  had  been  made  to  con- 
sumers aggregating  $2,558.86.  These  accounts  have  been  listed  and 
reimbursement  will  be  made  by  order  of  the  commissioners  as  soon  as 
proper  arrangements  for  such  reimbursement  can  be  made. 

At  the  completion  of  the  checking  of  the  service  cards  with  the  register 
and  the  making  of  the  proper  entries,  notices  were  mailed  to  every  per- 
son whose  account  appeared  as  unpaid,  requesting  that  a  reply  be  made 
as  to  the  correctness  of  the  statement;  and  replies  were  received  from 
about  65  per  cent  of  the  persons  to  whom  notices  were  sent.  Persons 
claiming  that  payment  had  been  made  were  requested  to  present  their 
receipted  bills  or  cancelled  checks  for  verification,  with  the  result  that 
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receipts  had  been  examined  aggregating  $464.21,  and  the  former  clerk 
has  admitted  that  certain  other  accounts,  aggregating  $190.84,  have  been 
paid,  although  the  persons  who  made  claims  of  payment  failed  to  produce 
receipts. 

On  August  9  the  former  clerk  turned  over  to  me  a  number  of  coupons 
from  bills  which  he  stated  represented  the  amount  he  had  diverted  to  his 
own  use  so  far  as  he  knew,  these  coupons  ag-regating  something  over 
$8,000.  During  the  examination  additional  coupons  were  discovered 
which  indicated  that  accounts  had  been  paid  amounting  to  more  than 
$3,000.  These  coupons  were  submitted  to  the  former  clerk,  who  admitted 
that  the  accounts  had  been  paid. 

The  defalcation  is  made  up  of  1,147  items  aggregating  $11,678,34.  This 
amount  is  reduced  by  cash  and  checks  on  hand  August  7  of  $26.86  and  an 
adjustment  of  $40  on  account  of  sign  rentals,  leaving  the  net  shortage 
$11,611.48.  Reimbursement  has  been  made  for  the  total  amount,  the 
money  being  paid  to  the  town  treasurer  December  2,  192 1. 

Of  the  items  involved,  1,037,  aggregating  $10,717.98,  did  not  appear  on 
the  register,  and  discrepancies  could  not,  therefore,  have  been  detected 
without  checking  each  meter  reading  card  to  the  service  cards,  checking  the 
service  cards  to  the  register,  and  mailing  notices  to  every  open  account.

Under  the  present  method  of  handling  the  accounts,  where  one  person 
has  complete  control  of  the  computing,  billing,  charging  and  collecting 
of  the  accounts,  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  prevent  the  clerk  from 
diverting  receipts  to  his  own  use,  at  least  for  a  time.  The  register  is 
arranged  numerically  but  does  not  show  the  name  of  the  person  for 
whom  the  service  is  entered;  the  meter  reading  cards  and  service  cards 
are  filed  by  streets,  regardless  of  service  number;  therefore,  should  the 
clerk  fail  to  enter  the  meter  reading  on  the  service  card,  or  fail  to  record 
a  new  service  and  remove  the  meter  reading  card  from  the  files,  it  would 
be  impossible  to  detect  the  omission  without  a  personal  knowledge  of 
each  and  every  service  in  use.  One  of  the  methods  used  in  the  present 
difficulty  was  to  bill  the  so-called  "shut-off"  charges  (that  is,  the  charges 
for  water  used  between  the  September  readings  and  the  time  houses  were 
closed  for  the  season)  without  the  meter  reading  appearing  on  either  the 
meter  reading  card  or  service  card,  thereby  causing  a  duplicate  charge  for 
this  amount  the  following  year,  as  the  charge  would  be  made  from  the 
last  reading  on  the  meter  card  and  not  from  the  shut-off  reading. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  arrangements  be  made  to  have  the 
charges  for  water  committed  and  collections  made  in  the  same  manner  as 
sewer  assessments  are  handled  at  the  present  time.  This  is  a  distinct 
departure  from  the  present  method,  and  while  it  will  relieve  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  responsibility  of  collecting,  it  will  not  take  away  any  of 
their  authority  regarding  the  department  and  will  work  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  town  as  a  whole. 

The  securities  of  the  several  funds  were  not  examined  at  this  time,  but 
will  be  reported  upon  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the 
treasurer's  cash  and  of  the  debt  and  interest  coupon  account,  together  with 
summaries  of  the  tax  and  assessment  accounts'. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  received  the  usual  co-operation 
from  the  several  town  officials,  and  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  to  express  to  them  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  rendered.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Toivn  of  Swampscott : 

Steady  progress  was  made  in  the  schools  of  the  town  in  the  year  that 
closed  on  December  31.  This  progress  was  made  possible  by  the  increas- 
ing interest  which  the  townspeople  are  taking  in  the  educational  affairs  of 
their  children,  an  interest  that  manifested  itself  in  various  ways  from  the 
opening  of  the  year,  when  the  needs  of  the  department  were  given  the 
recognition  they  deserved  and  ample  funds  for  carrying  along  the  work 
were  provided.  Your  school  committee  has  no  complaint  of  any  lack  of 
support. 

In  this  connection,  however,  we  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  assistance 
given  by  the  state  through  the  return  to  the  town  of  $10,470  as  our  share 
of  the  general  school  fund.  This  is  a  fund  distributed  by  the  state  in 
November  of  each  year,  the  amount  being  based  on  the  experience  of  and 
salaries  paid  to  the  teachers.  This  sum  does  not  come  to  the  school 
department,  but  into  the  town  treasury,  and  so  reduces  the  amount  the 
town  must  raise  by  taxation.  Whenever  the  cost  of  our  schools  is 
reckoned  this  sum,  therefore,  should  be  subtracted.  Next  year  we  shall 
receive  over  $11,000  from  this  fund. 

The  most  noteworthy  event  of  the  school  year  was  the  opening  of  the 
new  Machon  School  building  in  September,  thereby  providing  the  chil- 
dren of  that  district  adequate  and  comfortable  quarters  in  which  to  pursue 
their  elementary  work.  The  new  building  has  fulfilled  every  expectation 
and  the  town  may  well  be  proud  of  it.  It  will  take  care  of  the  children  of 
this  district  for  some  years  to  come  and  afford  relief  to  the  Clarke  School, 
which  for  a  long  time  has  been  severely  taxed. 

With  this  district  cared  for,  attention  is  called  to  conditions  in  the 
easterly  end  of  the  town,  where  a  great  deal  of  new  building  has  been  done 
with  more  in  contemplation.  The  Palmer  School  building  was  outgrown 
a  few  years  ago  and  a  portable  building  was  purchased  temporarily  to  take 
care  of  the  overflow.  The  Palmer  School  building  should  be  raised  to 
provide  for  two  more  rooms  to  take  care  of  already  crowded  conditions 
and  the  portable  building  removed,  a  project  that  should  be  undertaken 
this  coming  summer  and  which  your  committee  recommends  for  action  at 
the  annual  town  meeting.  There  is  every  reason  to  expect  a  great  deal  of 
building  activity  throughout  the  town  and  a  consequent  considerable 
increase  in  the  school  population,  a  condition  that  must  be  met  with 
adequate  accommodations  for  their  educational  training. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  past  year  has  not  been  marked  by 
numerous  resignations  of  teachers,  a  situation  that  is  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  salary  standards  have  been  raised  to  a  point  where  the  town  may 
reasonably  expect  a  larger  degree  of  permanency  of  service,  a  condition 
which  must  obtain  if  the  educational  advantages  of  the  schools  are  to  be 
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placed  upon  a  secure  foundation.  A  constantly  changing  teachers'  staff 
is  extremely  discouraging  to  efforts  to  build  up  and  maintain  a  full 
measure  of  service.  The  people  of  the  town  will  do  well  to  continue  to 
make  the  local  schools  attractive  to  teachers  and  to  demand  that  salaries 
be  sufficiently  large  to  enable  the  school  authorities  to  get  and  hold 
experienced  teachers  of  intelligence  and  ability. 

Your  committee  has  adhered  strictly  to  the  general  proposition  that  the 
schools  are  for  all  the  children  of  the  town  and  has  endeavored  at  all 
times  to  administer  their  nffairs  without  submission  to  any  of  those  polit- 
ical or  personal  influences  which  are  occasionally  brought  to  bear.  The 
best  interests  of  all  the  children  must  ever  be  the  true  aim  of  the  school 
committee,  and  any  deviation  from  this  rule  must  ultimately  end  in  dis- 
aster to  the  school  sybtem.  Personal  bias,  prejudice  or  partiality  cannot 
enter  into  a  just  and  equitable  administration  of  the  educational  affairs  of 
the  town. 

In  carr}  ing  out  the  policies  of  the  schools  your  committee  has  been  ably 
and  energetically  aided  by  the  superintendent,  the  principals  and  the 
teaching  staff.  There  has  bien  no  instance  of  disloyalty  in  any  of  the 
integral  parts  of  the  school  department.  From  superintendent  to  janitor's 
helpers  there  has  been  a  self-evident  disposition  to  do  everything  possible 
to  contribute  to  the  best  welfare  of  the  schools.  Co-operation  of  this 
character  canhot  fail  to  attain  a  full  measure  of  results,  and  your  com- 
mittee looks  upon  the  present  school  organization  as  an  efficient  force  for 
the  training  and  guidance  of  the  youth  of  the  community. 

A  new  element  in  school  affairs  in  the  town  has  come  into  existence  in 
the  past  few  months,  and  your  committee  feels  that  it  has  a  large  oppor- 
tunity to  become  a  helpful  factor  in  the  school  life  of  the  community. 
The  Parent-Teachers'  Association  has  started  out  under  most  auspicious 
circumstances  and  a  large  and  constantly  growing  interest  in  its  prospec- 
tive work  is  being  manifested.  As  an  organized  force,  with  the  parents 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  teachers  on  the  other,  there  are  splendid  oppor- 
tunities for  the  two  elements  to  work  in  co-operation  for  improved  results. 
It  must  be  steadily  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  great  field  for  work 
for  an  organization  of  this  character  lies  in,  first,  a  thorough  understand- 
ing of  the  needs  of  the  schools,  and,  then,  sympathetic  and  co-operative 
support  of  the  teachers  in  their  honest  and  sincere  efforts  to  get  a  full 
measure  of  results  from  each  child  in  the  schools.  Ignorance  of  conditions 
in  the  schools  and  lack  of  even  a  nodding  acquaintance  with  the  teachers 
who  have  the  training  of  their  child's  mind  through  all  the  years  of  its 
most  active  development,  have  brought  many  parents  into  active  antag- 
onism against  measures  put  into  operation  for  no  other  purpose  than 
the  very  best  intersts  of  the  child  involved.  Your  committee  feels  that  a 
growing  knowledge  of  the  efforts  which  are  daily  being  put  forth  by  the 
superintendent,  principals  and  teachers  cannot  fail  to  develop  a  larger  and 
more  intelligent  co-operation  and  support  among  the  citizens  of  the  town . 

Your  committee  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  townspeople  for  its 
generous  support  in  the  past  year.  The  results  attained  have  been  gratify- 
ing to  the  committee  and  it  hopes  to  be  able  in  the  year  now  opening  to 
extend  still  further  the  benefits  which  the  school  system  is  giving  to  the 
children  of  the  town.  The  parents  of  children  in  the  schools  are  urged  to 
visit  the  classrooms  and  converse  with  the  teachers  regarding  the  progress 
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made  by  their  children.  This  practice  has  increased  somewhat  during 
the  past  year,  but  it  has  not  jet  become  so  general  as  to  annoy  the  janitors. 
Parents  are  welcome  at  any  time  during  the  school  sessions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Cojnmtttee  of  the  Town  of  Sivampscott : 

Mrs.  Hardy  and  Gentlemen, —  I  present  herewith  my  second  report 
as  superintendent  of  schools. 

General  conditions  in  the  country  at  large  are  always  reflected  in  the 
life  of  the  schools,  and  as  in  the  past  year  there  have  been  all  around  us 
striking  reactions  to  the  unsettled  post-war  conditions,  so  have  we  found  in 
our  schools  a  gratifying  tendency  towards  a  more  stable  state  of  affairs. 
For  example,  there  have  been  fewer  changes  in  our  teaching  staff  than  for 
several  years,  substantial  reductions  have  been  noted  in  the  costs  of  sup- 
plies, and  the  work  of  the  schools  has  suffered  fewer  interruptions  and  pro- 
gressed more  smoothly  than  at  any  time  since  before  the  war.  It  is  not 
maintained  that  we  have  returned  to  "pre-war  conditions,"  and  except 
for  economic  reasons  we  have  no  desire  to  do  so,  for  the  schools  have 
profited  by  the  stern  experiences  of  the  past  few  years,  education  has 
progressed,  and  the  future  must  see  further  advance  rather  than  any 
retrogression. 

Changes  in  Teaching  Staff. 

During  the  year  192 1  only  four  members  of  the  teaching  staff  left  our 
employ.  Robert  Gibbs,  supervisor  of  music,  resigned;  Miss  Carrie  Fish 
was  called  home  because  of  her  parents'  illness;  Miss  Marguerite  Young 
resigned  to  be  married ;  and  Miss  Grace  Kent  left  to  return  to  her  home 
in  the  West.  The  vacancies  caused  by  these  resignations  have  been  most 
acceptably  filled  by  Miss  Esther  Nazarian,  Miss  Edna  S.  Bennett,  Miss 
Clara  Hinckley  and  Miss  Lucretia  Collins,  respectively.  Two  new 
teachers,  made  necessary  by  increased  enrollment,  have  been  added  by 
the  elecliion  of  Miss  Pauline  Hoit  at  the  High  School,  and  Miss  Ruth 
James  at  the  Machon  School. 

Miss  Esther  Nazarian,  who  succeeds  Mr.  Gibbs  as  supervisor  of  music, 
is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  where  she  studied  music  under 
Professor  Marshall  and  Mr.  Graham.  She  has  had  four  years'  experience 
in  school  work  and  brings  to  us  a  splendid  enthusiasm  and  training  which 
is  rapidly  giving  us  excellent  school  music.  It  was  felt  when  Mr.  Gibbs 
resigned  that  the  size  of  our  school  system  warranted  a  full  time  super- 
visor in  this  department,  instead  of  one  for  two  or  three  days  a  week. 
Accordingly,  Miss  Nazarian  was  engaged  on  full  time,  and  results  have 
shown  the  wisdow  of  this  decision. 

As  was  intimated  in  the  report  last  year,  the  Massachusetts  legislature 
passed  at  its  last  session  a  law  making  physical  training  compulsory  in 
all  the  schools  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  in  accordance  with  this  enact- 
ment Miss  Flora  Boynton  was  elected  to  the  position  of  physical  instructor 
of  our  schools.  Miss  Boynton  is  a  graduate  of  the  New  Haven  Normal 
School  of  Gymnastics,  has  had  experience  in  LaSalle  Seminary,  and  is 
doing  very  effective  work  with  us.    It  is  very  apparent,  however,  that  we 
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are  still  far  from  providing  to  the  children  of  Svvampscott  adequate 
instruction  in  this  most  important  subject.  Miss  Boynton  has  charge  of 
this  work  in  the  Clarke,  Machon,  Hadley  elementary  and  Palmer  Schools 
and  with  the  girls  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  while  Mr. 
White  takes  charge  of  the  boys  of  these  last  two  schools.  As  a  result, 
each  class  has  supervision  in  physical  training  one  period,  varying  from 
twenty  to  forty  minutes  each  week,  and  only  while  the  schools  are  in 
session.  Under  these  conditions  little  progressive,  constructive  or  cor- 
rective work  can  be  accomplished. 

Further  than  that,  we  lack  on  our  school  grounds,  in  our  high  school 
gymnasium  and  on  our  public  playgrounds  apparatus  to  aid  in  the 
physical  development  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

1  recommend,  therefore,  as  desirable  adjuncts  to  our  physical  training 
department. 

1.  The  procuring  of  another  teacher  of  physical  training.  . 

2.  The   installation — at  proper  places — of  suitable  physical 

training  equipment. 

3.  The  use  of  one,  or  more,  of  the  playgrounds  of  the  town 

for  supervised  play  and  athletics  during  the  summer 
vacation,  under  the  supervision  of  trained  directors. 
During  the  past  few  years  an  effort  has  been  made  to  adapt  education  to 
the  individual  differences  of  children.  This  work  has  developed  in  two 
general  directions,  by  organizing  classes,  first,  for  retarded  children,  and 
secondly,  for  super-normal  children.  This  state  has  recognized  the 
importance  of  this,  to  the  extent  of  passing  a  law  requiring  the  establish- 
ment of  classes  for  the  group  first  named  above  in  all  communities  where 
there  are  ten  or  more  children  who  are  retarded  three  or  more  years  in 
their  school  work.  In  compliance  with  this  law  there  was  opened  at  the 
Machon  School  this  year,  such  a  class,  and  Mrs.. Bessie  Chapman,  of  this 
town,  who  has  devoted  much  time  to  the  study  of  this  problem,  was 
placed  in  charge  of  it.  As  children  from  all  sections  of  the  town  are  found 
in  the  membership  of  this  class,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  location  is  not  the 
most  favorable,  but  as  the  only  available  room  was  in  the  new  school  we 
had  no  choice  in  the  matter.  We  find  here  another  argument  for  addi- 
tional class  rooms  in  the  central  part  of  the  town,  especially  since  it  is 
probable  that  we  shall  need  to  open  another  such  class  within  the  next 
few  years. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Machon  School  was  a  feature  of  the  past 
school  year.  For  too  many  years  the  children  of  this  section  of  the  town 
had  had  inadequate  elementary  school  facilities,  a  condition  which  is 
now  removed  and  very  happily  changed.  We  have  in  this  nine  room 
building  a  notable  addition  to  our  schools,  one  that  compares  favorably 
with  any  of  its  size  in  this  part  of  the  state. 

We  are  using  now  seven  of  the  nine  rooms,  and  it  is  probable  that  by 
next  fall  another  room  will  be  opened  there. 

By  the  opening  of  this  school  we  have  relieved  somewhat  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  Clarke  School,  but  contrary  to  general  belief  we  have 
not  given  any  appreciable  relief  where  it  is  most  needed,  in  the  Hadley 
School.  This  building  is  filled  to  capacity,  even  though  we  have  trans- 
ferred to  the  Clarke  School  all  that  can  conveniently  go  there,  having 
made  room  in  the  latter  building  by  a  similar  transfer  to  the  Machon 
School.    We  face  in  the  Junior  High  School,  also,  an  increased  enroll- 
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ment  next  fall  of  approximately  forty  pupils,  due  to  the  difference  in 
numbers  between  the  class  that  leaves  for  the  High  School  and  that  which 
enters  from  the  sixth  grades.  It  must  be  born  in  mind  that  this  building 
houses  our  Junior  High  School  pupils  in  addition  to  the  elementary  pupils 
of  that  district.  These  latter  occupy  six  rooms  that  should  be  available 
for  Junior  High  School  purposes,  in  order  to  give  this  important  branch 
of  our  system  its  maximum  efficiency.  These  six  rooms  could  be  used,  if 
available,  in  a  number  of  different  ways.  For  example,  we  are  now  using 
the  assembly  hall  every  period  for  a  study  hall,  where  from  thirty  to  fifty 
children  are  assigned.    Needless  to  say,  this  is  not  an  ideal  arrangement. 

Another  room  should  be  made  into  a  library,  as  at  present  no  space  is 
available  for  one,  and  such  reference  and  supplementary  books  as  we  have 
are  scattered  about  in  the  different  class-rooms.  The  administrative 
department  of  our  schools  is  badly  in  need  of  more  room.  Our  super- 
visors should  have  a  room  for  desk  space,  filing  and  supplies,  and  for 
conference  purposes,  and  it  is  certain  that  we  must  have  a  class  for  retarded 
children  more  centrally  located  than  at  the  Machon  School. 

It  is  my  recommendation,  therefore,  that  the  school  department  bring 
this  matter  before  the  town  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  to  the  end  that 
another  elementary  school  be  constructed  in  such  a  location  that  the 
elementary  rooms  of  the  Hadley  School  may  be  transferred  to  it. 

To  furnish  more  immediate,  though  slight,  relief  to  the  Hadly  School, 
and  to  house  more  properly  the  school  children  of  the  Phillips  Beach 
section,  it  is  also  recommended  that  two  additional  rooms  be  added  to 
the  Palmer  School.  By  so  doing  we  can  discard  the  portable  building  there, 
giving  more  ample  playground  space,  and  have  all  the  classes  under  one 
roof.  We  shall,  also,  be  able  to  maintain  here  the  first  six  grades,  instead 
of  the  first  five  grades,  as  at  present,  thereby  relieving  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  Hadley  and  Clarke  sixth  grade  rooms. 

Buildings  and  Grounds. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  made  a  year  ago,  a  special 
appropriation  to  be  used  for  repairs  to  the  school  buildings  was  asked  for. 
Although  the  entire  sum  requested  was  not  granted,  sufficient  funds  were 
available  to  improve  our  school  plant  to  a  considerable  degree.  Among 
the  things  accomplished  were :  The  installation  of  electric  lights  in 
rooms  not  previously  provided  with  them  ;  the  decoration  of  class  rooms, 
corridors,  and  at  the  Hadley  School,  the  auditorium  ;  new  ceilings  in  three 
class  rooms  ;  and  much  pointing  up  of  masonry  at  the  Clarke  School. 
The  steps  taken  in  this  direction  last  year  should  be  followed  by  others, 
until  our  buildings  are  in  such  condition  that  a  nominal  annual  expendi- 
ture will  suffice  for  their  maintenance. 

Here  it  seems  appropriate  to  speak  of  the  grounds  adjacent  to  the  schools^ 
and  forming  part  of  the  school  property,  in  particular  those  around  the 
High  and  Machon  Schools. 

We  have  at  the  High  School  a  large  plot  of  ground,  without  improve- 
ments, grading  or  decoration.  There  is  not  even  a  paved  walk  leading 
from  the  building  to  the  street,  while  the  front  lawn  is  not  worthy  of  such 
a  name. 

At  the  Machon  school  we  face  a  worse  condition,  in  that  there  is  positive 
danger  to  the  children  in  the  way  in  which  the  grounds  were  left  by  the 
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contractor.  Both  of  these  buildings  have  fine  locations,  with  many 
natural  advantages  that  would  readily  lend  themselves  to  almost  any 
scheme  of  development.  It  would  seem  wise,  therefore,  to  ask  for  an 
appropriation  that  would  enable  us 

1.  To  fill  in  and  grade  properly  about  the  Machon  School. 

2.  To  grade  the  land  adjacent  to  the  High  School  building. 

3.  To  put  suitable  walks  to  the  different  entrances  of  both 

these  buildings. 

4.  To  make  a  beginning  towards  the  beautifying  of  these 

grounds  by  means  of  shrubbery  and  gardens. 

5.  To  level  the  ground  in  the  rear  of  the  High  School,  adapting  it 

for  physical  training  purposes. 

Other  Events  of  the  School  Year. 

Last  year's  report  made  mention  of  the  immaturity  of  the  pupils  in 
the  upper  grades  of  our  schools.  A  study  of  this  condition  seemed  to 
indicate  that  a  principal  cause  of  this  condition  was  that  our  children  were 
permitted  to  enter  school  at  too  early  an  age.  Accordingly,  the  rule 
regarding  this  was  changed,  so  that  any  child  entering  our  first  grade 
must  be  five  years  eight  montlis  of  age  before  September  i  of  the  year  of 
entrance.  Although  it  is  too  early  to  state  definitely,  it  seems  assured 
that  this  ruling  will  in  due  time  accomplish  its  purpose,  and  that  as  a 
result  of  it  our  children  will  not  be  entering  the  advanced  grades  before 
they  are  mentally  developed  and  equipped  for  the  work  there. 

Realizing  the  validity  of  the  objection  made  by  many  parents,  that  it 
was  a  difficult  matter  to  get  their  children  to  school  at  eight  o'clock,  the 
committee,  before  the  beginning  of  school  in  September,  established  the 
hours  of  session,  as  follows  : 

Junion  and  Senior  High  Schools  and 

Grades  V  and  VI  8.30  A.  M.  to  1.30  P.  M. 

Grades  III  and  IV  8.30  A.  M.  to  i.oo  P.  M. 

Grades  I  and  II  9.00  A.  M.  to  i.oo  P.  M. 

The  wisdom  of  this  change  has  been  well  proved,  and  it  has  doubtless 
been  an  aid  to  our  attendance  and  punctuality. 

An  event  of  especial  interest  to  the  schools  was  the  recent  establishment 
of  the  Swampscott  Parent-Teachers'  Association.  Endorsed  by  the 
Women's  Club,  and  primarily  organized  by  their  educational  committee, 
this  movement  received  the  cordial  endorsement  of  citizens  and  teachers, 
with  the  result  that  we  have  now  a  young  but  vigorous  organization  that 
should  function  strongly  in  the  school  life  of  the  community. 

No  record  of  the  past  year  would  be  complete  without  mention  of  the 
development  of  professional  spirit  among  the  members  of  the  teaching 
staff,  as  evinced  by  the  amount  of  study  done  by  them.  During  the  past 
year,  forty-three  of  our  teachers  and  principals  have  taken  one  or  more 
courses  in  some  educational  subject.  An  important  part  of  this  work  has 
been  the  ten  weeks'  course  given  at  the  Hadley  School  by  Professor 
George  A.  Mirick,  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Education,  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, under  the  direction  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  University 
Extension.  This,  the  first  professional  course  ever  given  in  Swampscott, 
has  been  attended  by  thirty-six  teachers.  The  result  of  this  work  done  by 
the  teachers  is  found  in  better  methods  and  increased  class  room  efficiency. 
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It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  work  is  done  in  addition  to  the 
regular  tasks  of  the  schools,  with  much  necessary  sacrifice  of  time,  effort 
and  money.  Where  work  of  this  nature  results  in  increased  skill  and 
efficiency  it  should  be  rewarded  in  a  pecuniary  way,  and  in  future  our 
salary  schedule  should  make  recompense  for  efforts  of  this  kind. 

Other  matters  which  merit  attention  in  the  near  future,  but  for  which 
space  is  la:cking  here  for  any  elaboration,  are  : 

1.  The  giving  of  standard  tests. 

2.  The  addition  of  an  auditorum  to  the  Clarke  School. 

3.  The  establishment  of  a  school  dental  clinic. 

4.  The  employment  of  a  penmanship  supervisor. 

Again,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  all  my 
colleagues  in  the  Swampscott  Schools.  To  you,  Mrs.  Hardy  and  gentle- 
men, I  feel  deeply  indebted  for  your  support  and  counsel,  which  have 
been  so  generously  given  whenever  needed.

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Ij)  the  Superintetident  and  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Sivampscott: 

Mrs.  Hardy  and  Gentlemen, — I  hand  jou  herewith  my  second 
annual  report : 

When  school  opened  in  September,  1921,  there  was  a  total  of  254 
pupils  enrolled  in  this  building.  This  figure  represents  an  increase  of  30 
pupils  over  the  September  enrollment  of  1920,  and  is,  I  think,  the  largest 
number  of  pupils  enrolled-  in  the  Swampscott  High  School  since  it  was 
placed  upon  a  three  jear  basis.  This  increased  registration  made  it  neces- 
sary to  open  an  additional  home  room  for  the  sophomore  class  this  year. 
The  class  to  be  graduated  in  June,  of  1922,  consists  of  approximately  50 
pupils,  while  the  class  which  will  enter  the  Senior  High  School  in  Sep- 
tember of  1922  is  made  up  of  nearly  125  pupils.  If  it  is  taken  for  granted 
that  a  small  percentage  of  these  pupils  will  either  change  their  residence 
or  drop  out  of  school  altogether,  there  will  still  be  an  increment  in  our 
registration  of  between  25  and  30  pupils.  This  condition  will  tax  our 
space  nearly  to  the  limit  and  will  mean  that  one  additional  teacher,  at  least, 
will  be  necessary.  If  the  registration  of  the  school  continues  to  grow  in 
the  next  three  years  as  it  has  in  the  last  three,  I  would  recommend  that 
plans  be  made  very  soon  for  an  addition  to  the  building. 

During  the  summer  considerable  electric  wiring  was  done  in  the  build- 
ing, so  that  at  the  present  time  all  our  rooms  have  electricity  available 
for  the  dark  afternoons  of  winter.  The  teachers  find  this  a  great  help, 
and  I  wonder  how  we  got  along  for  so  long  a  time  without  this  con- 
venience. The  walls  throughout  the  main  corridors  were  refinished, 
which  adds  a  great  deal  to  the  appearance  of  the  building.  I  hope  that  this 
plan  of  redecorating  the  building  bit  by  bit  during  the  vacations  may 
be  followed  up. 

Swampscott  was  exceptionally  fortunate  during  the  past  summer  in  losing 
none  of  its  High  School  teaching  staff.  In  view  of  the  new  state  law, 
relative  to  the  requirement  that  all  pupils  take  a  course  in  American  His- 
tory, it  became  necessary  to  hire  an  additional  teacher  to  take  care  of 
these  history  classes,  in  addition  to  the  added  enrollment  spoken  of  above. 
Miss  Pauline  Hoit,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University  in  the  class  of  1920, 
was  engaged  in  this  capacity. 

Another  piece  of  legislation,  which  effected  all  secondary  schools  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  was  the  passage  of  a  law  requiring  all  pupils  to  take  at 
least  one  period  of  physical  training  per  week.  I  feel  that  the  introduc- 
tion of  physical  training  for  girls  meets  a  real  need  which  has  existed  in 
this  town  for  some  time,  and  our  new  physical  training  teacher,  Miss 
Boynton,  has  begun  this  work  with  initiative  and  interest.  In  addition 
to  this  regular  work.  Miss  Boynton  will  have  charge  of  the  girls'  basket 
ball  teams.  During  the  past  few  years  we  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
engaging  an  outside  girl  to  handle  the  girls'  basket  ball.    These  girls  have 
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usually  been  students  in  some  nea.rhy  physical  training  school,  and  have 
not  interested  themselves  particularly  in  the  work.  I  feel  that  the  present 
system  will  be  vastly  superior  to  the  other  plan. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Gibbs,  the  music  supervisor,  was  received  dur- 
ing the  summer,  and  Miss  Esther  Nazarian  was  engaged  in  this  capacity. 
At  the  present  time  we  have  an  orchestra  consisting  of  18  pupils,  and 
Miss  Nazarian  is  directing  this  work.  A  new  plan  of  dividing  the  music 
period  was  started  this  year,  which,  of  course,  reduces  the  problem  of 
discipline,  and  I  feel  that  some  real  work  is  being  done  along  these  lines. 

There  is  considerable  interest  in  the  town,  and  rightly  so,  in  regard  to 
the  success  of  our  pupils  in  meeting  the  examinations  of  the  College 
Board.  In  making  a  study  of  the  table  presented  below,  one  should  bear 
in  mind  this  fact :  Owing  to  the  rather  abnormal  economic  conditions 
which  have  prevailed  in  the  country  during  the  past  four  or  five  years,  a 
very  large  number  of  pupils  have  applied  for  admission  to  college.  Since 
the  colleges  were  unable  to  cope  with  this  increased  registration,  they 
have  made  use  of  the  examination  system  as  a  means  of  selection,  and 
therefore  only  the  very  bright  pupil  succeeds  in  getting  into  college, 
whereas  10  years  ago  the  pupil  of  average  ability  might  reasonably  expect 
to  enter.  With  this  thought  in  mind,  together  Avith  the  fact  that  the 
places  mentioned  are  all  much  larger  than  Swampscott  and  prepare  many 
more  pupils  for  these  examinations,  a  survey  of  the  following  table  will 
show  that  Swampscott  compares  very  favorably  with  the  cities  of  Chelsea, 
Newburyport,  Lowell,  and  Maiden.

The  work  of  the  English  department  deserves  especial  mention.  Very 
early  in  the  year  a  dramatic  club  was  formed  whose  membership  was 
made  up  of  the  credit  pupils  in  the  English  divisions  of  the  junior  and 
senior  classes.  The  aim  of  this  club  is  to  provide  a  more  normal  and 
systematic  training  in  modern  drama  and  its  presentation  that  the  pro- 
duction of  a  single  senior  play  could  ever  afford.  There  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  interest  shown  in  their  work  by  all  the  pupils,  and  since  the  members 
are  only  those  of  good  scholarship,  general  school  work  has  not  suffered 
from  this  scheme  as  it  has  from  the  dramatic  work  of  previous  years. 
This  club  will  probably  continue  to  exist  throughout  the  school  year  and 
will  devote  its  time  to  the  study  of  plays.  If  the  work  continues,  there 
should  be  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  social  bearing  and  speech  habits 
of  the  pupils  thus  trained. 

A  debating  club  has  also  been  organized,  which  meets  weekly  during 
•the  school  year.  They  have  already  conducted  one  debate  before  the 
whole  school,  and  it  is  possible  that  they  may  debate  publicly  during  the 
spring  term. 
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I  wish  very  much  that  plans  might  be  made  during  the  coming  jear  for 
making  the  grounds  about  the  High  School  more  attractive.  In  this  con- 
nection, I  would  suggest  that  the  plot  of  ground  in  the  rear  of  the  building 
be  levelled  and  some  provision  made  for  a  cinder  track.  This  would  afford 
an  opportunity  for  many  boys,  who  are  not  interested  in  other  sporls  to 
engage  in  track  athletics.  It  would  also  afford  a  space  where  the  weekly 
drill  in  gymnastics,  both  for  boys  and  girls,  could  be  held  for  probably 
six  months  of  the  school  year. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to  teachers, 
superintendent,  and  school  committee  for  the  very  hearty  co-operation 
which  they  have  given  at  all  times.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health. 


To  the  Citizejis  of  Swamp  scot  t : 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1921,  together  with  those  of  their  various  officers. 

The  organization  of  the  board  was  the  same  as  that  for  the  previous 
year. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  reports  of  the  various  officers  a  great  deal  has 
been  accomplished  along  health  lines  during  the  year.  No  ej)idemic8 
have  occured  and  the  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported  show  a 
very  pleasing  decrease. 

During  the  month  of  December  we  appointed  Dr.  Maurice  T.  Briggs, 
44  Humphrey  streetj^  bacteriologist  for  the  department.  In  making  this 
appointment  w^e  felt  that  it  was  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town  and 
would  greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  because  of  our 
ability  to  obtain  earlier  reports  of  bacteriological  examinations. 

Beaches. 

The  beaches  were  as  usual  given  their  annual  spring  cleaning.  The 
amount  expended  for  this  work  was  much  lower  than  ever  before.  This 
was  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  small  amount  of  material  found  thereon 
and  also  because  of  the  fact  that  the  work  was  done  by  a  contractor  instead 
of  day  labor. 

We  believe  that  this  method  is  as  satisfactory  and  much  less  expensive. 

Pest  House  and  Ambulance. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  passed  at  the  annual  town  meeting  the 
board  advertised  the  sale  of  the  land  and  buildings  known  as  the  "Pest 
House  Property "  located  off  Danvers  street.  Very  little  interest  was 
shown  relative  to  the  sale  of  the  property  and  but  three  bids  were  received. 
Herbert  C  Brown  was  found  to  be  the  highest  bidder  and  the  property 
was  awarded  to  him  for  $400.  The  money  so  received  was  deposited  with 
the  town  treasurer  and  we  hold  his  receipt  for  the  same. 

Several  efforts  have  been  made  to  dispose  of  the  "Beatty  Ambulance," 
as  directed  by  the  vote  of  the  town,  but  we  have  been  unable  to  find  a 
purchaser.  The  matter  of  having  the  same  stored  in  the  rear  of  the  Cen- 
tral Fire  Station  was  taken  up  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  but  we  were 
informed  that  there  was  no  available  room  there.  The  matter  was  then 
taken  up  with  the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  who  very  kindly  consented  to 
having  it  stored  at  the  town  stable.  This  has  been  done  and  will  therefore 
save  further  expense  for  storage. 
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Nuisances. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  estate  of  the  late  owner  of  "The  Acre"  is 
still  in  an  unsettled  state,  we  have  not  been  able  to  accomplish  as  much 
toward  the  abatement  of  conditions  existing  there  as  we  have  desired. 
Some  progress  has  been  made,  however.  Two  dwelling  houses  and 
several  sheds  have  been  torn  down  and  at  the  present  time  one  other  is  in 
process  of  removal.  There  are  still  two  others  to  be  removed  and  we  feel 
that  before  long  the  entire  nuisance  will  have  been  eliminated. 


Recommendations. 

We  recommend  that  a  dental  clinic  be  established  and  that  the  sum  of 
$1,200  be  appropriated  for  the  same.

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Report  of  Health  Officer. 


To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1921. 

Despite  the  economic  conditions  of  the  past  year  there  has  been  a 
marked  improvement  along  health  lines.  There  has  been  a  very  gratify- 
ing decrease  in  the  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported  over  those 
of  the  previous  two  years.  This  has  no  doubt  resulted  from  the  co-oper- 
ation which  we  have  received  from  those  citizens  who  realize  the  necessity 
of  a  prompt  diagnosis  and  the  isolation  of  those  ill  with  a  communicable 
diseases.  There  are  still  a  few  citizens,  however,  who  overlook  the  neces- 
sity of  reporting  suspected  cases  of  communicable  diseases.  Such  people 
are  a  menace,  for  they  not  only  jeopardize  the  health  of  those  in  their 
household  but  that  of  the  whole  community.  It  is  impossible  for  the 
health  officer  to  keep  a  strict  supervision  over  each  individual  family, 
therefore  it  should  be  the  duty  of  every  one  of  our  citizens  to  report  the 
existence  of  any  suspicious  illness  in  their  immediate  neighborhood. 

The  efficiency  of  a  health  department  depends,  not  upon  the  amount  of 
work  it  does  after  an  epidemic  has  started,  but  upon  its  preventative 
activities,  and  in  order  to  obtain  results  it  must  have  the  assistance  and 
support  of  each  individual.  Parents  should  realize  the  need  of  consulting 
their  family  physician  in  every  case  where  there  is  any  question  as  to  the 
nature  of  any  illness  among  the  members  of  their  household.  One  death 
has  occurred  during  the  past  year  because  of  the  parents'  failure  to  call  a 
physician  at  the  beginning  of  the  illness.  An  ounce  of  prevention  is 
worth  a  pound  of  cure.

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The  various  complaints  received  during  the  year  have  been  of  a  nature 
similar  to  those  of  previous  years.  Each  complaint  has  been  investigated 
and  action  taken  when  warranted.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
sanitary  conditions  existing  in  the  bakeries  and  restaurants  this  year  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  418  of  the  Acts  of  1920.  Fre- 
quent visits  have  been  made  to  these  establishments  and  those  found  not 
up  to  the  standard  were  notified  to  improve  their  conditions!  In  nearly 
every  instance  the  proprietor  complied  with  my  orders.  One  proprietor, 
howev^er,  although  given  several  opportunities  to  place  his  establishment 
in  a  sanitary  condition,  failed  to  do  so  and  it  became  necessary  to  bring 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  promptly 
revoked  his  victuallers'  license. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws 
one  permit  for  the  manufacture  and  bottling  of  carbonated  non-alcholic 
beverages,  soda-water,  mineral  and  spring  waters  was  granted  during  the 
year.  Several  changes  in  both  the  equipment  and  mixing  rooms  were 
required  before  the  permit  was  granted. 

School  Inspection. 

The  value  and  need  of  medical  inspection  and  the  correction  and  treat- 
ment of  the  physical  defects  of  children  during  their  school  days  was  very 
forcibly  demonstrated  during  the  examination  for  recruits  for  the  World 
War.  Examinations  at  that  time  showed  that  approximately  one  quarter 
of  the  men  of  draft  age  had  serious  physical  defects  which  disqualified 
them  for  service.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  at  that  time  that  at  least 
one  half  of  those  defects  could  have  been  completely  remedied,  and  at 
least  one  half  of  the  remainder  lessened,  if  they  had  been  examined  and 
treated  during  their  school  days. 

Today  medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  an  important  part  of  the 
work  of  the  health  department.  Your  legislature  has  recently  passed 
laws  making  such  inspection  compulsory.  These  laws,  however,  have  in 
a  measure  failed  of  their  purposes  because  of  their  failure  to  provide  for 
the  correction  and  treatment  of  the  defects  which  such  inspections  have 
revealed.  Inspection  without  correction  is  in  a  measure  a  waste  of  time 
and  money.  To  be  sure  it  has  been  of  some  value  in  the  early  detection 
of  cases  of  communicable  and  contagious  diseases,  but  its  real  aims  and 
objective  has  not  been  obtained. 

During  the  past  year  a  thorough  examination  has  been  made  of  each 
child  in  the  lower  grades  of  our  schools  and  the  following  conditions 
noted;  sight,  hearing,  teeth,  throat  and  nose  abnormalities,  particularly 
adenoids  and  tonsils,  hair,  for  pediculosis,  skin,  for  eruptions,  heart, 
lungs,  general  nutrition,  height,  weight  and  such  other  conditions  as  post- 
ure, mental  attitude  and  cleanliness  of  body.  These  examinations  have 
resulted  in  the  discovery  of  many  unsuspcted  cases  of  defects  in  sight  and 
hearing  which  oftentimes  cause  mental  deficiency,  disobedience,  bad 
behavior,  truancy  and  other  manifestations  of  mental  abnormalities. 
When  such  defects  are  found  the  next  step  is  to  inform  the  parents  or 
guardian  of  the  child,  and  advise  that  the  defect  be  corrected.  This  is 
done  through  home  visits  by  the  healtli  nurse.  Experience  has  taught 
us,  however,  that  when  the  parents  are  notified  of  those  defects  only  about 
ten  per  cent,  are  corrected.  If  we  are  to  secure  results  we  must  be  pro- 
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vided  with  clinics,  where  the  defects  can  be  corrected  and  treated  either 
free  or  at  a  minimum  cost.  The  lack  of  such  facilities  is  a  serious  handicap 
and  defeats  the  purposes  of  our  inspection.  Health  clinics  are  not  fads. 
They  are  as  essential  to  the  work  of  a  progressive  health  department  as  a 
rudder  to  a  ship  and  tools  to  a  carpenter. 

In  previous  reports  I  have  advocated  the  establishment  of  a  dental  and 
eye  and  ear  clinic,  but  no  action  was  taken,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
finance  committee  was  informed  of  the  conditions  existing  in  our  schools 
and  other  statistics  were  presented  them  showing  that  at  that  time  sixty-one 
cities  and  towns  had  established  dental  clinics  and  twenty-seven  others 
were  providing  some  form  of  dental  service  for  their  school  children. 
Those  clinics  are  not  presided  over  by  pupil  dentists,  as  one  citizen  at  our 
last  annual  meeting  would  lead  you  to  suppose  would  be  the  case,  but  by 
local  dentists  of  unquestionable  reputations.  The  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  every  city  and  town  will  be  compelled  to  provide  health  clinics  for 
their  school  children. 

Failure  to  heed  similar  warnings  of  health  officials  regarding  the  estab- 
lishment of  local  facilities  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  suffering 
with  tuberculosis  has  resulted  in  the  compulsory  establishment  of  a 
county  institution.  Similar  statements  were  made  regarding  school 
nurses,  and  the  legislature  of  192 1  enacted  a  law  which  now  makes  their 
employment  compulsory.  As  your  health  officer  it  is  my  duty  to  bring 
to  your  attention  the  real  needs  of  our  community,  and  failure  to  do  so 
reflects  upon  my  ability  to  assume  the  responsibilities  which  you  have 
imposed  upon  me.  In  conclusion,  I  therefore  must  again  recommend 
the  establishment  of  a  dental  and  eye  and  ear  clinic  and  that  money  be 
appropriated  for  the  same. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion to  the  members  of  the  board,  other  town  officers  and  citizens  for  the 
assistance  which  they  have  given  me  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Health  Nurse. 


To  the  Mevibers  of  the  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1921. 

When  we  consider  how  important  is  the  child's  development  between 
the  ages  of  2  and  10 years,  we  also  begin  to  realize  the  value  of  the  first 
teeth  and  their  relation  to  their  physical  and  mental  well  being.  And 
indeed  a  few  of  us  need  to  look  beyond  our  own  mirror  to  realize  the 
result  of  the  lack  of  care  of  teeth  at  this  most  important  age.  This  is 
particularly  true  of  the  six  year  molar  teeth,  which  put  in  their  appear- 
ance without  disturbing  the  temporary  teeth  and  play  such  an  important 
part  in  the  promotion  of  the  permanent  teeth,  perhaps  the  most  valuable 
teeth  in  the  mouth  and  too  often  the  most  neglected,  as  they  are  frequently 
and  usually  mistaken  for  first  teeth.  This  error  is  due  perhaps  to  the  fact 
that  they  erupt  when  the  child  is  5^  or  6  years  of  age.  Often  a  mouth  is 
found  filled  with  decayed  first  teeth.  When  a  first  tooth  decays  far  enough 
it  is  said  to  die,  and  this  dying  process  is  followed  by  an  abscess,  which 
means  that  pus  is  formed  and  absorbed  into  the  system.  There  can  be 
but  one  result.  The  vitality  of  the  child  is  lowered  and  it  becomes  sub- 
ject to  disease. 

While  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  in  Oral  Hygiene  during  the 
past  year,  there  remains  a  large  percentage  of  our  children  who  have  yet 
to  make  a  first  and  much  needed  visit  to  a  dentist,  and  in  view  of  the 
above  conditions  present  in  our  schools  I  would  again  recommend  a 
dental  clinic  be  established  where  all  children  may  be  treated  at  a 
minimum  cost.

While  some  of  the  samples  of  milk  taken  for  analysis  were  not  up  to 
the  standard,  in  no  instance  was  there  evidence  of  adulteration.  Careless 
mixing  was  found  to  be  the  general  cause  of  the  trouble.  In  one  or  two 
cases,  samples  taken  at  the  time  of  milking  showed  that  the  milk  as  taken 
from  the  cow  was  not  up  to  standard.  The  addition  of  new  cows  rich  in 
butter  fats  and  a  thorough  mixing  of  the  milk  before  bottling  resulted  in 
the  elimination  of  the  trouble. 

The  sum  of  $32  has  been  received  from  licenses  and  said  amount  has 
been  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  his  receipt  obtained.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen,  —  There  has  been  one  general  inspection  made  during  the 
year  of  all  cattle,  swine,  sheep,  goats,  etc.,  and  the  premises  where  kept, 
for  the  purpose  of  detecting  any  contagious  diseases  and  for  suggesting 
any  changes  in  the  drainage  and  lighting  of  the  buildings  where  these 
animals  are  kept,  with  a  view  of  improving  the  sanitary  conditions. 
There  were  no  contagious  diseases  discovered  and  only  a  few  changes 
needed. 

Up  to  January  i,  1922,  there  have  been  five  dogs  quarantined  as  suspi- 
cious of  having  rabies.  Of  this  number  three  have  either  died  or  been 
destroyed  and  two  are  still  under  quarantine. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  glanders  or  tuberculosis  during  the  year.

In  the  past  year  this  department  has  inspected  and  sealed  all  the  various 
measuring  devices  as  called  for  by  the  Department  of  Director  of  Standards. 

All  complaints  were  investigated  and  satisfactory  results  w^ere  obtained 
with  one  exception.  This  was  the  short  measuring  of  a  customer  on  a 
load  of  kindling  wood  from  an  unknown  wood  dealer. 

The  efficiency  of  this  department  was  greatly  increased  by  the  addition 
of  an  apothecary  scale  and  weight  testing  apparatus,  an  outfit  for  the  test- 
ing of  weights  on  ice  and  10-50  pound  platform  weights.

Inspections. 

The  tabulation  shows  that  special  attention  was  given  to  the  commodi- 
ties sold  in  packages,  bags,  bottles,  etc.,  to  protect  the  public  as  well  as 
the  merchant  against  frauds  in  the  contents  and  labeling  of  these  goods. 

Frequent  inspections  of  stores  and  scales  were  made  and  no  cause  for 
complaint  was  found  in  the  manner  in  which  the  merchants  complied 
with  the  laws. 

On  account  of  the  delicate  mechanical  construction  of  the  gasoline 
pumps,  frequent  inspections  are  required  to  keep  them  in  good  condition, 
for  the  business  of  the  gasoline  dealer  depends  wholly  on  their  accuracy. 

Hawkers  and  Peddlers. 

Industrial  depression  and  the  increase  of  unemployment  brought  forth 
a  greater  demand  for  state  and  county  peddlers'  and  hawkers'  licenses. 
Within  their  scope  came  the  large  amount  of  surplus  army  goods  and  goods 
from  manufacturers  who  were  forced  into  liquidation.    Fakirs  and  un- 
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authorized  peddlers  or  hawkers  took  advantage  of  this  condition,  con- 
sequently a  large  increase  of  frauds  prevailed  through  the  State. 

Citizens  should  be  more  careful  when  dealing  with  any  peddler  or 
hawker.  Demand  to  see  their  license  and  note  the  name  and  number. 
This  is  the  only  way  to  obtain  results  if  any  frauds  are  committed. 

If  your  demand  is  refused  notify  the  police  at  once.  Such  cases  need 
investigation. 

Re-Weighlngs. 

The  regulation  for  marking  food  in  packages  form  originally  adopted 
under  the  authority  of  section  2,  Chapter  653,  Acts  of  1914,  provide  that 
packages  containing  2  avoirdupois  ounces  or  less,  and  those  containing 
I  fluid  ounce  or  less  should  be  considered  as  small  packages,  and  there- 
fore exempted  from  marking  of  quantity  of  contents. 

Some  packers  of  spices  and  similar  commodities  took  advantage  of  this 
law,  by  reducing  the  quantity  nearly  one  half,  still  using  the  same  size 
containers,  thus  deceiving  the  public.  Flavoring  extracts  were  offered  in 
so  called  paneled  bottles  containing  only  three-fourths  ounces,  although 
the  size  of  the  bottle  would  lead  one  to  think  he  was  receiving  about  2 
ounces. 

Flour  received  considerable  attention,  and  in  several  cases  shortages 
were  found,  mostly  due  to  leaky  or  loosely  tied  bags.  These  were  satis- 
factorily rectified  by  the  dealer. 

All  the  re-weighing  of  coal  while  in  transit  registered  over  weight. 
Bagged  coal  and  wood  also  registered  good  measures  with  a  few 
exceptions. 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  this  department  to  work  hardships  or  to  prose- 
cute, but  to  co-operate  with,  and  help  in  every  way  the  merchant  as  well 
as  the  public.    This  your  sealer  feels  has  been  accomplished. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  support  given  me  in  the  dis- 
charge of  my  duties  as  sealer.  The  assistance  given  by  citizens  and 
merchants  and  the  Lynn  sealer  was  deeply  appreciated.

To  the  Cttizetis  of  Swampscoit: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1921  : 
The  real  estate  valuation  April  i,  1921,  was  $14,226,510,  an  increase 

over  the  previous  year  (1920)  of  $218,594. 
The  valuation  of  personal  estate  assessed  by  the  local  assessors  Apr.l  i, 

192 1,  was  $1,391,298,  an  increase  over   the   previous   year  (1920)  of 

$74,360. 

The  appropriation  and  overlay  raised  in  192 1  by  taxation  and  receipts 
was  $523,759.90,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  (1920)  of  $42,294.75. 

In  anticipating  the  tax  rate  for  1922,  or  amount  of  money  to  be 
expended,  the  citizen  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  State  Income  Tax  will 
be  reduced,  as  well  as  the  value  of  personal  property  invested  in  automo- 
biles, and  further,  that  last  year  $20,000  was  transferred  from  the  excess 
and  deficiency  account,  which  is  not  available  this  year. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  on  a  new  set  of  assessors'  plans,  as  recom- 
mended last  year,  to  gradually  replace  the  present  ones,  which  were 
drafted  in  1898.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

Trustees  of  the  Public  Library. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Svjam;pscott : 

The  attention  of  this  board  has  been  directed  to  a  number  of  unusual 
events  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  192 1. 

Earlj  in  the  spring  it  was  voted  that  storj-telling  hours  for  the  children 
be  held  Sunday  afternoons.  Miss  Alice  N.  Tovs^nsend,  chairman  of  the 
Literature  Committee  of  the  Sv^^ampscott  Woman's  Club,  kindly  offered 
to  conduct  these  meetings  and  they  proved  very  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive, so  much  so  that  there  Mras  a  demand  that  they  be  continued  on  the 
opening  of  the  library  on  Sundays  in  the  fall.  The  attendance  varied 
from  43  to  70  children. 

In  May  the  Sunday  opening  of  the  library  was  discontinued.  The 
adult  attendance  at  the  Sunday  openings  has  increased  over  last  year. 

In  June  the  convention  of  the  American  Library  Association  was  held 
at  the  New  Ocean  House  in  this  town  and  the  Librarian  and  Trustees  felt 
that  the  local  library  should  extend  such  hospitality  as  possible  and  sent 
Miss  Elizabeth  Vannevar  of  the  library  staff  to  assist  at  the  Information 
Bureau  at  the  New  Ocean  House.  On  request  of  visiting  delegates  our 
library  was  kept  open  all  day  and  evening  and  Miss  Sarah  L.  Honors,  our 
librarian,  received  a  large  number  of  visitors  who  were  unstinted  in  their 
praise  of  the  building  and  the  library  facilities,  general  expression  being 
that  the  town  was  to  be  congratulated  on  having  such  an  attractive  build- 
ing and  well  ordered  library  therein. 

The  meetings  of  the  convention  offered  much  of  value  and  emphasized 
that  the  position  and  attitude  of  the  trustees  should  be  both  that  of  guard- 
ing the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  in  the  careful  business  manage- 
ment of  the  library  and  of  offering  encouragement  to  the  librarian  in 
extending  the  library's  service  to  its  readers. 

On  July  18,  1921,  the  board  and  the  citizens  were  shocked  in  learning 
of  the  sudden  death  of  Frank  F.  Stanley,  who  for  many  years  had  been 
chairman  of  the  board  and  who  had  given  much  time  and  thought  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  library  and  much  attention  to  the  planning  and 
details  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  new  library  building, 
his  services  being  simply  invaluable. 

As  a  mark  of  respect  to  his  memory  it  was  decided  that  on  the  day  of  his 
funeral  the  library  should  remain  closed  and  appropriate  resolutions  were 
adopted  expressing  appreciation  of  his  long  and  useful  service. 

On  October  7,  1921,  the  board  met  in  joint  session  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  successor  to  Mr.  Stanley  for  the  balance  of  the 
elective  year,  and  Dr.  Elihu  Thomson  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the 
meeting. 
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With  the  opening  of  the  library  on  Sunday  afternoons  in  the  fall,  the 
story-telling  hours  were  resumed,  being  conducted  alternately  by  Mrs. 
Alice  N.  Townsend  and  Mrs.  James  C.  Walker.  The  meetings  proved  so 
attractive  that  the  attendance,  always  large,  on  occasion  reached  about  100.

Miss  Sarah  L.  Honors,  the  Librarian,  reports  an  increase  of  1,311  in  the 
circulation  of  the  books,  the  total  being  54,270,  that  577  books  have  been 
added,  making  the  number  now  in  the  library  13,794.  Two  new  periodi- 
cals have  also  been  added.  The  American  Machinist  and  Popular 
Astronomy. 

The  fines  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  amounted  to 
$241.14. 

The  success  of  the  story-telling  hours  and  the  increased  use  of  the 
library  facilities  in  general  has  lead  the  Trustees  to  secure  estimates 
through  the  architects  of  this  building  as  to  the  probable  cost  of  finishing 
the  upper  story  of  the  building  as  an  assembly  room  or  lecture  hall.  It 
was  part  of  the  original  plan  in  establishing  the  new  library  to  secure,  if 
possible,  room  for  a  hall  of  this  nature.  A  space,  forming  at  present  an 
unfinished  upper  story  was  involved  in  the  plan  of  the  building. 

The  need  for  the  development  of  this  part  of  the  original  project  seems 
now  to  be  urgent  and  there  exists  a  real  demand  for  such  a  hall  as  would 
be  secured  by  finishing  the  space  available.  The  before  mentioned  large 
attendance  on  the  children's  story-telling  tends  also  to  emphasize  the 
desirability  of  the  work. 

The  trustees  therefore  recommend  that  a  suflScient  sum  to  finish  the 
upper  story  of  the  building  as  a  hall  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and 
specifications  of  the  architects  be  appropriated  by  the  town.

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Report  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscoit^  Massachusetts: 

We  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  192 1.  This  year  developed 
into  an  exceptional  one,  as  it  was  the  first  time  the  Poor  Department  has 
been  obliged  to  make  an  overdraft. 

We  have  experienced  the  same  conditions  that  all  cities  and  towns  in 
the  State  have  been  subjected  to.  The  greatest  problem  has  been  the 
lack  of  employment  in  many  industries,  especially  the  shoe  and  building 
trades.  The  towns  have  been  aiding  families  this  year  that  were  never 
before  obliged  to  call  for  assistance,  but  we  firmly  believe  that  conditions 
will  be  greatly  improved  in  the  near  future.  If  such  is  the  outcome,  it 
will  have  an  immediate  effect  on  our  expenditures. 

Our  appropriation  for  192 1  was  $4,500,  against  a  total  expenditure  of 
$6,355'53»  showing  an  overdraft  of  $1,855.53. 

Aid  was  disbursed  to  66  persons  in  the  year  1920,  and  during  the  year 
192 1  to  88  persons,  making  an  increase  of  22,  which  shows  a  condition 
which  under  normal  times  will  not  exist. 

The  charitable  organizations  and  many  generous  individuals  of  the 
town  have  in  repeated  instances  relieved  worthy  cases  and  the  board  is 
duly  grateful  and  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  for  the  same. 

The  district  nurse  is  continually  doing  good  work  which  we  have  ample 
chance  to  observe.  The  financial  and  statistical  reports  will  be  found 
under  the  head  of  the  Secretary's  report. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,500 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Poor  Department  for  the  ensuing  year.

TREE   warden's  REPORT.

Report  of  the  Tree  Warden. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swam^scott  : 

We  were  extremely  fortunate  in  this  locality  to  have  escaped  the  severe 
ice  and  wind  storm  that  swept  through  a  number  of  towns  and  cities  north 
of  us  in  November  and  did  untold  damage  to  the  trees.  However,  we  are 
unfortunate  because  all  of  the  big  old  trees  on  our  highways  have  reached 
a  size  and  age  when  the  dead  wood  in  them  accumulates  so  rapidly  that  to 
keep  them  in  a  safe  condition  it  should  be  removed  every  year.  The  dead 
limbs  have  been  removed  this  year  in  the  upper  section  of  the  town, 
excepting  in  the  trees  on  that  part  of  Burrill  street  which  was  made  to 
grade.  Trees  on  Puritan  road  and  Atlantic  avenue  have  been  trimmed, 
and  low  limbs  in  the  way  of  travel  have  been  removed  all  over  the  town. 

Sixty-one  trees  have  been  planted  on  the  streets  to  fill  in  vacant  places 
where  there  never  were  any  or  where  they  have  been  destroyed  or  died. 
Three  double  loads  of  loam  were  used,  as  the  soil  in  many  places  was  too 
poor  to  expect  a  tree  to  survive  in  it.  Thirty  trees  have  been  removed. 
All  tree  guards  have  been  taken  off,  repaired,  and  fitted  to  trees  most  in 
need  of  protection.  Tree  stakes  past  their  usefulness  have  been  removed 
and  a  number  of  trees  which  were  out  of  plumb  have  been  pulled  into 
place  and  fastened  either  by  stakes  or  by  other  means. 

Leopard  moths  have  been  treated  in  the  trunks  of  small  trees  at  the 
time  the  guards  were  off.  Trees  infested  with  scale  or  woolly  aphis  have 
been  painted  with  lime  sulphur  solution. 

Fertilizer  was  applied  to  the  smaller  trees  and  worked  in  to  give  them  a 
start,  as  roadside  conditions  are  very  poor  in  most  places  for  tree  growth. 
Not  only  is  the  soil  poor  but  overhead  conditions  are  bad.  The  damage 
from  high  voltage  wires  to  trees  has  increased,  to  the  extent  that  it  seems 
as  if  the  town  should  take  some  definite  action  to  eliminate  this  menace 
and  1  recommend,  that  on  streets  where  there  are  high  voltage  wires 
they  be  placed  under  ground.

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REPORT  OF 

Superintendent  of  Moth  Work. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, —  The  three  adopted  methods  of  suppression  against  the 
gypsy  and  brown  tail  moths  have  been  used  the  past  year.  Brush  cutting 
and  thinning  was  done  on  days  in  winter  unfit  for  creosoting,  which  in 
order  to  be  effective,  must  be  done  on  clear  dry  dajs,  for  the  egg  clusters 
will  not  absorb  the  creosote  if  wet,  and  in  dark  weather  it  is  impossible  to 
see  them  in  the  high  trees. 

In  the  spring,  after  the  foliage  came  out,  the  work  was  supplemented 
hy  spraying,  which  was  favored  by  an  early  season  and  pleasant  weather. 
Powdered  arsenate  of  lead  was  used  for  the  first  time,  and  it  is  more 
economical  than  the  paste  and  possesses  all  the  required  qualities. 

No  trees  have  been  defoliated,  excepting  the  wild  cherry  in  places 
where  the  infestation  of  the  tent  caterpillar  was  very  severe.  In  spite  of 
all  this  there  are  many  times  more  egg  clusters  to  be  treated  this  winter 
than  there  were  last  year,  which  indicates  that  the  moths  from  surround- 
ing towns  have  been  carried  here  by  wind  spread,  or  else  the  natural 
enemies  which  have  been  credited  with  such  good  work  for  the  past  few 
years  have  failed  at  this  time. 

For  four  or  five  years  there  have  been  no  definite  colonies  of  the  gypsy 
moth.  The  infestation  has  been  general.  This  fall,  however,  the  old 
Danvers  street  colony  has  re-established  itself  and  has  included  Essex 
street  and  Belmont  avenue. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  a  little  behind  in  our  work,  but  unless 
weather  conditions  hold  us  up  I  feel  optimistic  about  having  the  ground 
thoroughly  covered  before  the  moths  hatch  out  in  the  spring. 

For  the  ensuing  year,  1  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen,  —  Conditions  in  the  woods  this  season  have  been  ideal 
for  fires,  which  have  not  only  been  more  numerous  but  more  severe  than 
for  a  number  of  years.  Thirty-three  fires  have  been  reported  to  the  State 
Forester. 

Two  hundred  sixty-eight  fire  permits  have  been  issued. 

Cloth  warning  notices  were  posted  through  the  woods  in  the  spring. 

For  the  ensuing  year,  I  recommend  $ioo  be  appropriated  for  the 
the  Forest  Warden  Department,  although  there  is  absolutely  nothing  on 
which  to  base  an  estimate.

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Report  of  the  Town  Engineer.

Gentlemen, — Herewith  I  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  of  the  service 
rendered  bj  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  various  town  depart- 
ments for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1921. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  had  charge  of  the  following  line  of 
work:  The  designing  and  superintending  of  the  construction  of  all 
drains  and  sewers,  together  with  the  specifications  and  estimates  of  the 
same  ;  the  establishing  of  street  lines  and  curb  grades  for  curbstones  and 
granolithic  sidewalks  ;  all  data  and  plans  relating  to  laying  out  of  streets 
for  acceptance  as  public  ways,  and  all  engineering  questions  which  come 
before  the  boards  of  the  several  departments. 

During  the  past  year  the  estimates  approved  by  this  department  have 
amounted  to  $57,000,  and  all  completed  contracts  conformed  with  the 
specifications  therein  described. 

Sewers. 

The  sewer  system  of  the  town  has  been  extended  in  the  following 
streets  :  Atlantic  avenue,  1,239  feet;  Banks  road,  338  feet;  Banks  terrace, 
330  feet;  Eastern  intercepting  sewer,  from  Puritan  road  to  Palmer  road, 
1,433  feet;  Forest  avenue,  128  feet;  Ocean  avenue,  ro8  feet;  Palmer 
avenue,  752  feet;  Palmer  road,  552  feet;  a  total  of  4,880  feet. 

The  total  number  of  gallons  of  sewage  pumped  amounted  to 
221,318,000  at  a  power  cost  of  $0.716125  cents  per  100,000  gallons. 

Continuous  Sidewalks. 

Line  and  grades  have  been  given  in  the  various  streets  as  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  laying  of  853  feet  of  new  curbstones  and 
resetting  1,846  feet  of  old  curbstones. 

Under  contract  there  was  constructed  1,820  square  yards  of  granolithic 
sidewalks,  which  required  6,700  square  feet  of  parking. 

Selectmen's  Department. 

Data  and  estimates  have  been  furnished  at  various  times  for  use  in  the 
Selectmen's  Department  and  plans  submitted  for  their  approval. 

Assessors'  Department. 

The  card  index  and  the  sectional  plans  of  the  Assessors'  Department 
have  been  brought  up  to  date. 
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Town  Survey. 

The  coordinate  survey  of  the  town  has  been  extended  when  it  did  not 
interfere  with  the  construction  work  of  the  town,  and  at  date  there  are 
completed  fifty-two  sectional  sheets  of  1,500,000  square  inches. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesies 
shown  me  by  the  various  departments  and  by  private  engineers,  who 
have  kindly  furnished  me  with  their  data,  thereby  greatly  assisting  the 
work  of  this  department.

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Report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivainpscott : 
I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  ending  on  December  31,  1921. 

The  Town  Streets. 

There  have  been  about  one  and  one-half  miles  of  streets  resurfaced  with 
gravel  and  about  three  miles  of  tar  resurfacing,  while  seal  coating  has 
been  done  on  several  streets. 

Redington  street,  from  Humphrey  street  to  Blaney  street,  was  excavated 
to  the  depth  of  two  feet,  filled  with  large  pit  stone  to  the  sub-grade,  then 
rolled  with  steam  roller,  resurfaced  with  six  inches  of  No.  i  broken  stone, 
bonded  with  Standard  Asphalt  Binder  B,  covered  with  pea  stone  and 
rolled.  The  filling  removed  from  this  street  was  delivered  to  dump 
belonging  to  the  town  on  Pine  street. 

Burrill  street  from  Bojnton  street  to  Railroad  avenue,  has  been  put  to 
grade,  curb  stones  on  both  sides  of  street  lowered,  and  one  sidewalk  laid. 
Two  catch-basins  were  also  built,  and  231  feet  of  12-inch  drain  pipe  laid. 
The  driveway  on  this  street  was  filled  with  six  inches  of  broken  stone 
bonded  with  Standard  Asphalt  Binder  B,  covered  with  pea  stone.  All  the 
gravel  excavated  from  this  street  was  used  in  resurfacing  side  streets, 
while  the  filling  was  taken  to  the  town  dump  on  Pine  street.  Burrill 
street  will  need  to  be  sealed  this  jear. 

Eureka  avenue  has  been  extended  125  feet,  large  stone  removed  and  the 
road  bed  reshaped. 

Aspen  road  and  Belmont  avenue,  where  water  and  gas  pipes  have  been 
laid,  have  been  leveled  and  gravel  used  for  resurfacing,  and  rolled  with 
the  steam  roller. 

We  are  still  at  work  at  Forest  avenue.  Two  catch-basins  and  one  man- 
hole have  been  built,  105  feet  of  12-inch  pipe  drain  laid.  Thirtj-two  feet 
of  8-inch  pipe  drain  and  39^  cubic  yards  of  ledge  were  removed  in  the 
construction  of  the  basins  and  drains.  There  also  were  240.62  cubic 
yards  of  ledge  removed  from  the  sides  of  this  avenue  and.  there  is  still 
considerable  work  to  be  done  here. 

The  streets  of  the  town  have  been  patrolled  and  repaired  wherever 
found  necessary,  using  Tar,  Asphalt  Oil  and  broken  stone. 

Gutters  in  all  streets  have  been  cleaned  twice  and  the  main  streets  most 
every  Saturday.    All  catch-basins  were  cleaned  in  the  spring  and  fall. 

There  have  been  two  catch-basins  built  and  four  retopped  this  year. 
In  connection  with  this  w-ork  there  have  been  laid  76  feet  of  6-inch  drain, 
120  feet  8-inch  drain  pipe,  159  feet  lo-inch  drain  pipe,  14  feet  12-inch 
drain  pipe  and  12  feet  of  24-inch  pipe.  Puritan  road  received  a  dressing 
of  stone  dust  from  Orient  court  to  Phillips  corner. 
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Many  gutters  have  been  treated  with  tar  mixed  stone.  About  1,153 
square  yards  have  been  laid  and  157  square  yards  of  gutters  paved  with 
cobble  stone. 

There  were  1,293  ^^^^  of  guard  rai4~fence  repaired  this  year. 

The  Sidewalks. 

Continuous  sidewalks  have  received  attention.  The  number  of  feet 
of  curbstone  laid  has  been  853  and  the  number  of  feet  of  curbstone  reset, 
1,846.  The  granolithic  pavement  was  laid  by  the  M.  McDonough 
Company. 

For  repairing  and  resurfacing  sidewalks,  the  following  amounts  of 
material  have  been  used  :  Loads  of  screened  gravel,  127  ;  tons  of  stone 
dust,  322;  loads  of  cinders,  407;  for  sanding  icy  sidewalks  49  loads  of 
sand. 

Several  concrete  sidewalks  (tar)  have  been  repaired  to  the  extent  of 
1,639.04  square  yards  at  a  cost  of  70  cents  a  yard. 

Gravel  sidewalks  were  built  on  Salem  street,  from  Harrison  avenue  to 
entrance  to  golf  links;  .Atlantic  avenue,  from  Beach  Bluff  avenue  to 
Phillips  avenue  ;  Atlantic  avenue,  from  Humphrey  square  to  the  Appleton 
estate;  Humphrey  street  at  Foster  field.  These  sidewalks  were  all  rebuilt, 
especially  on  Atlantic  avenue,  where  the  work  of  resurfacing  the  road 
caused  a  change  in  the  grade. 

Street  Oiling. 

Bids  for  furnishing  oil  for  street  purposes  were  asked  for,  opened  in 
the  Selectmen's  room  at  Town  Hall.  The  Texas  Oil  Company  being  the 
lowest  was  given  the  contract  for  the  dust  laying  oil.  Price,  7  cents  per 
gallon. 

About  26,995  gallons  of  Texas  Number  30  was  applied.  There  were 
2,598  gallons  of  65  per  cent,  asphalt  road  oil  used,  22,506  cubic  feet  of 
water,  and  11,757  gallons  of  tar  used  on  the  streets  for  all  purposes.  The 
price  of  this  tar  ranged  from  15  to  17  cents  delivered.  The  compound 
used  for  patching  ranged  in  price  from  17  to  19  cents  per  gallon. 

The  1,900  gallons  of  Standard  Asphalt  Binder  B  on  Redington  street, 
and  the  11,250  gallons  Standard  Asphalt  Binder  B  used  on  Burrill  street, 
were  applied  by  the  Standard  Oil  Company  truck,  at  14  cents  per  gallon. 

The  streets  did  not  receive  but  one  application  of  road  oil  this  year, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  last  year  there  were  51,340  yards  of  surface  treated 
with  45  per  cent,  of  asphaltic  oil,  which  did  not  need  further  treatment, 
but  will  need  it  this  year. 

Resurfacing  Bridges. 

The  surface  of  Danvers  street  bridge  has  been  replanked  with  4-inch 
hard  pine,  the  Highway  Department  paying  for  the  lumber,  and  the  Lynn 
Sand  and  Stone  Company  furnishing  the  labor. 

The  surface  of  Essex  street  bridge  has  been  repaired  several  times  dur- 
ing the  year.    This  bridge  will  have  to  be  all  replanked  this  year. 
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Recommendations. 

That  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200  to  replank  Essex  street 
bridge. 

That  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  for  repairs  and  building 
new  sand  shed  at  the  town  yard.  State  road. 

That  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600  to  be  used  in  purchasing 
one  pair  of  horses  for  the  department,  to  take  the  place  of  one  pair  unfit 
for  use. 

That  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  for  building  sidewalks, 
resetting  curbstones  and  ^utters  on  Atlantic  avenue.

Fire  Alarms  and  Service  Record.

Out  of  a  loss  of  $5,219  on  buildings  $3,300  was  at  one  fire,  the  W.  H. 
Carroll  garage,  January  3. 

Out  of  a  loss  of  $24,317.33  on  contents,  $23,230  was  also  at  the  same 
fire  as  above,  at  which  time  assistance  was  called  from  Lynn,  Engine  5, 
and  Ladder  i  responding. 

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  is  in  very  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  Com- 
bination A.,  at  Phillips  Beach,  which,  in  our  opinion,  should  have  a 
thorough  overhauling.  This  Combination  went  in  service  August,  191 1, 
and  has  done  good  work,  having  only  had  ordinary  running  repairs  to 
date. 

The  size  of  tire  in  use  on  this  machine  is  out  of  date,  being  one  of  the 
sizes  discontinued  some  time  ago.  We  believe  it  would  be  good  economy 
to  put  up-to-date  pneumatic  tires  on  the  rear  wheels  of  this  machine,  as 
we  have  a  very  reasonable  estimate  covering  the  work. 

Large  Hose. 

We  now  have  3,750  feet  of  first-class,  450  feet  of  poor  hose  and  will 
require  500  feet  additional  this  year. 

Chemical  Hose. 

We  have  650  feet  first  class  and  350  feet  of  poor  chemical  hose. 

Central  Fire  Station. 

The  Central  Station  has  been  repaired  and  painted  outside  and  renovated 
inside  with  the  money  made  available  last  year.  There  remains  the  roof 
of  the  house  to  be  put  in  condition  this  year,  as  it  leaks  badly. 
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A  manhole  should  be  built  at  this  house  to  make  the  drain  more  acces- 
sible in  case  of  stoppage. 

Phillips  Beacli  Station. 

This  house  is  in  very  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  minor 
repairs. 

Fire  Alarm  System. 

Several  miles  of  old  wire  have  been  replaced  by  new  during  the  past 
year.  This  wire  has  been  run  under,  instead  of  over,  the  high  tension 
wires,  making  it  safer  to  work  on  in  bad  weather.  Additional  lightning 
arresters  have  been  installed  at  different  places  on  the  line,  giving  better 
protection.  We  cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  replacing  of  several  of  our 
old  unreliable  Stevens  boxes  each  year  with  the  modern  non-interfering 
successive  type  of  boxes,  and  we  have  so  recommended.  We  believe  that 
the  district  formerly  covered  by  Box  514  (which  was  moved  to  the  new 
Machon  school  on  its  completion)  should  be  covered  by  a  new  box,  as 
there  are  a  number  of  hazardous  fire  risks  in  that  locality.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  old  obsolete  type  of  indicator  now  in  use  at  the  Phillips 
Beach  Station  should  be  replaced  by  a  modern  punch  register,  similar  to 
the  one  in  use  at  the  Central  House.  The  latter  is  more  reliable  besides 
keeping  a  record  of  each  alarm. 

Summary. 

The  usual  number  of  inspections  have  been  made  by  officers  of  the 
department  to  keep  them  familiar  with  the  various  buildings. 

The  Central  House  has  been  refinished  on  the  inside  at  very  little 
expense  to  the  town. 

The  officers  and  men  have  accepted  and  done  this  work  in  a  very  credit- 
able manner,  and  the  Board  of  Engineers  feels  that  they  should  be 
extended  the  thanks  of  the  board  and  take  this  occasion  to  so  do.  Various 
officers  and  men  have  done  fire  duty  on  their  time  off.  This  is  to  be 
desired,  the  department  being  short  of  call  men.  In  deserving  cases  this 
time  has  been  refunded  to  them. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  a  set  of  rules  have  been 
adopted  and  are  now  in  force  in  the  department.  These,  we  think,  will 
on  the  whole  react  to  the  benefit  of  the  town  and  the  department.  We 
extend  our  thanks  to  the  Chief  of  Police ;  Tree  Warden  ;  Surveyor  of 
Highways;  Lynn  Fire  Department  and  all  others  who  have  co-operated 
with  this  department  during  the  past  year. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $1,000  for  hydrant  rental. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $170  to  install  a  new  fire  alarm  box  on  Essex 
street,  near  Elm  place. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $480  to  replace  three  of  our  old  fire  alarm 
boxes  of  the  Stevens  type  with  modern  Gamewell  boxes. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $185  for  a  punch  register  for  the  Phillips 
Beach  Station. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $400  for  500  feet  of  2i-inch  hose. 
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That  the  town  appropriate  $300  for  work  on  roof  and  building  at 
Central  Station. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $75  to  build  sewer  manhole  at  Central 
Station. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $700  to  overhaul  Combination  A  and  put 
pneumatic  tires  on  the  rear  wheels.

Report  of  Inspector  of  Slaughtering. 


To  the  Board  of  Health  : 

There  has  been  less  slaughtering  carried  on  in  town  this  jear  than  usual, 
but  there  have  been  more  places  operating,  which  has  somewhat  evened 
up  the  work.  There  have  been  no  licenses  issued,  but  permission  has 
been  granted  to  those  desiring  to  slaughter,  with  the  understanding  that 
their  places  should  be  properly  drained,  that  there  should  be  no  accumu- 
lation of  refuse  and  that  the  premises  should  be  kept  clean  and  free  from 
nuisance.  These  conditions  have  been  complied  with  in  each  case  and  I 
have  had  no  occasion  to  revoke  any  permit. 

Most  of  the  animals  slaughtered  have  been  swine,  although  there  have 
been  a  few  cattle.  About  all  of  these  animals  have  been  in  good  condi- 
tion for  slaughtering  and  have  passed  the  inspection ;  there  have  been  a 
few,  however,  which  I  have  refused  to  stamp,  owing  to  the  condition  of 
the  carcasses.  While  there  were  no  positive  signs  of  contagious  diseases 
about  these  animals,  in  my  opinion  they  should  not  be  sold  for  food. 
There  were  evidences  that  they  were  not  in  a  healthy  condition  at  the 
time  of  slaughter,  and,  while  it  may  have  been  a  harmless  condition,  as  a 
matter  of  public  safety  I  considered  it  unwise  to  allow  them  to  be  placed 
upon  the  market.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscoit: 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1921. 

The  board  organized  with  the  election  of  James  T.  Lyons  as  Chairman 
and  Stuart  P.  Ellis  as  Secretary. 

Robert  H.  Marsh  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Blaney  Beach  Reservation 
and  George  A.  Twitchell,  a  man  of  several  years'  experience  in  gardening 
and  the  care  of  private  estates,  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  Parks,  a 
position  which  he  has  filled  with  credit  to  himself  and  the  town. 

Monument  Avenue  Parkway. 

These  grounds  probably  never  appeared  to  better  advantage  than  during 
the  past  year,  the  grass  plots  and  shrubbery  beds  having  been  unusually 
well  cared  for,  while  the  flower  beds  near  Burrill  street  were  a  delight  to 
all  who  passed  through  this  section. 

Some  changes  and  additions  are  contemplated  in  the  shrubbery  beds 
this  year.  Other  than  this  nothing  more  than  the  usual  upkeep  is  planned 
for  this  reservation. 

Jackson  Park. 

This  park  and  athletic  field  has  had  the  usual  attention  and  care  during 
the  season,  the  ball  field  having  been  kept  in  fine  condition  for  all  the 
games,  and  a  reasonable  amount  of  labor  expended  in  the  clearance  of 
the  upland  as  a  measure  of  fire  protection  to  the  trees  on  the  hilltop.  The 
town  has  here  several  thousand  pine  trees  of  various  species,  all  planted 
by  the  Park  Department  within  the  past  seven  years  which  are  making  a 
wonderful  growth  and  which  within  a  few  years  will  present  an  entirely 
different  aspect  to  this  locality.  Early  last  spring  a  tile  drain  was  laid 
along  the  westerly  border  of  the  field,  an  improvement  which  entirely 
eliminates  the  surface  water  which  formerly  stood  near  the  locker 
building. 

The  board  renews  its  recommendation  of  the  previous  year ;  that  the 
town  take  steps  to  acquire  the  land  bordering  the  westerly  edge  of  the 
ball  field  and  fronting  on  Essex  street. 

Abbott  Park. 

These  grounds  were  more  liberally  patronized  the  past  summer  than 
usual,  due  no  doubt  to  the  installation  of  apparatus  for  games  of  basket- 
ball, quoits,  volley  ball  and  tennis,  most  of  which  was  furnished  by  the 
Childs'  Welfare  Association  and  the  Swampscott  Community  Service. 

Tennis  especially  proved  very  popular  here,  the  improvised  grass  court 
being  in  great  demand  all  summer  and  until  the  late  fall.  The  Commis- 
sioners feel  that  dirt  courts  should  be  constructed  at  this  spot  this  sum- 
mer, there  being  a  large  popular  demand  for  them  from  those  of  High 
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School  age  and  upward.  The  courts  could  be  enclosed  with  wire  netting 
and  in  the  winter  season  could  be  used  as  a  safe  and  central  location  for 
hockey  games  by  the  addition  of  low  wooden  sides  within  the  wire. 

The  band  stand  was  enclosed  with  portable  panels  this  year,  painted 
and  made  into  a  valuable  storage  space  for  department  equipment. 
Particular  attention  has  been  given  this  winter  to  the  provision  for  good 
skating  conditions,  this  being  made  largely  possible  by  the  park  super- 
intendent, who  attends  to  flooding  the  ice  during  the  night,  thus  insur- 
ing a  good  surface  the  following  morning,  without  loss  of  time  to  the 
skaters. 

Blaney  Beach  Reservation. 

Because  of  the  increasing  numbers  of  people  resorting  to  the  beach 
last  summer,  and  in  order  to  properly  safeguard  the  women  and  children 
who  came  to  enjoy  the  beach  and  the  bathing,  we  were  compelled  to 
maintain  a  uniformed  officer  at  this  spot  for  several  hours  each  day  dur- 
ing nine  weeks  of  the  season.  Good  results  having  been  obtained,  it  is 
planned  to  extend  the  time  of  a  man  there  next  summer,  in  order  that  all 
persons  may  feel  safe  to  enjoy  themselves  while  there.  The  fish  house 
and  shelters  were  painted,  some  minor  repairs  made  on  the  building,  and 
the  grounds  maintained  in  a  generally  satisfactory  manner. 

Phillips  Park. 

Your  commissioners  are  strongly  in  favor  of  the  general  sentiment 
tending  to  a  decided  improvement  in  the  conditions  at  Phillips  Park. 
The  town  has  owned  this  tract  for  about  ten  years,  and  although  every 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  during  that  period  has  asked  for  an  appro- 
priation which  might  put  a  large  portion  of  the  field  in  a  proper  condi- 
tion for  use,  yet  the  voters  have  refrained  from  granting  more  than  a 
small  proportion  of  the  amounts  asked  each  year.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  people  owning  property  and  living  in  that  section  are  entitled  to 
the  same  consideration  as  those  in  other  parts  of  the  town,  who  have  well 
improved  park  lands  in  their  neighborhood,  and  with  this  in  mind  are  ask- 
ing this  year  for  an  amount  for  Phillips  Park  which  will  place  the  play- 
ing field  in  a  first  class  condition  for  the  use  of  the  hundreds  of  young 
people  in  that  section. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  recommendations  herein  contained 
and  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  parks,  the  appropria- 
tions of  the  following  amounts  are  recommended  :

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Report  of  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 


Water  Department. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott: 

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  for  the  ^-ear  ending  December 
31,  1921. 

Concerning  the  defalcation  of  our  late  clerk,  S.  Russell  Ingalls,  we 
report  as  follows  : — In  August  last  Mr.  Ingalls  acknowledged  to  the  board 
that  for  several  years  he  had  been  improperly  using  the  funds  of  the  town. 
This  confession  was  in  consequence  of  an  investigation  m^de  by  the  board 
because  of  certain  rumors  that  had  come  to  it  from  various  sources 
Without  delay  the  board  communicated  with  the  Director  of  Accounts  at 
the  State  House  and  auditors  were  immediately  detailed  from  that  depart- 
ment to  investigate.  They  worked  continually  for  six  weeks,  and  found 
that  the  clerk  had  misappropriated  the  sum  of  $11,611.48. 

The  board  believed  that  its  first  duty  was  to  prevent  any  financial  loss 
to  the  town.  It  desires  to  state  that  in  performing  this  duty,  it  was  greatly 
assisted  by  Mr.  Ingalls.  After  making  his  confession  to  the  board,  Mr. 
Ingalls  informed  his  parents  of  the  situation.  They  immediately  com- 
municated with  the  board  and  declared  they  felt  morally  responsible  for 
their  son's  acts  and  that  they  would  do  everything  in  their  power  to  pre- 
vent any  loss  to  the  town  in  consequence  thereof.  This  position  they 
assumed  voluntarily  without  any  urging  or  pressure  from  the  board  or 
from  any  other  source,  and  as  soon  as  the  exact  amount  was  ascertained 
by  the  auditors,  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  or  its  equivalent  was  turned  over 
by  them  and  Mr.  Ingalls  himself  to  cover  all  losses.  The  board  therefore, 
is  glad  to  report  that  the  town  has  been  reimbursed  to  the  last  penny. 

The  board  feels  that  it  should  not  close  this  report  without  saying  a 
word  concerning  the  manner  in  which  its  books  have  been  audited  in  the 
past.  Several  years  ago  the  town  voted  to  have  the  books  of  all  officials 
handling  money  audited  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistic-s,  a 
department  of  the  State  established  by  Chapter  524  of  the  Acts  of  1910. 
Since  then  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  have 
been  examined  by  the  Auditors  from  this  Department  semi-annually,  and 
at  the  completion  of  each  examination,  a  report  in  writing  has  been  made 
to  the  town  that  the  books  and  accounts  were  examined  and  checked  in 
detail,  and  that  they  were  found  to  be  well  kept  and  easily  verified.  Only 
few  days  before  the  clerk  made  his  confession,  the  auditors  from  this 
department  had  completed  their  examination,  and  had  orally  reported  to 
the  board  that  they  found  everything  in  regular  order. 

After  the  true  situation  was  discovered,  however,  it  was  learned  that 
there  never  had  been  a  thorough  audit;  that  no  attempt,  for  instance,  had 
ever  been  made  by  this  department  to  determine  whether  the  outstanding 
accounts  reported  by  the  clerk  as  payable  to  the  town,  were  in  fact  owed; 
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that  no  alteinpt  had  ever  been  made  to  verify  figures  on  office  cards,  and 
no  comparison  of  office  cards  with  register.  The  failure  to  make  a  careful 
and  complete  audit  was  indeed  regrettable,  because,  if  this  had  been  done, 
his  improper  handling  of  money  would  have  been  discovered  during  the 
first  year  of  his  employment. 

The  board  had  every  reason  to  rely  upon  the  reports  of  these  auditors. 
They  are  employed  by  the  State  for  the  express  purpose  of  examining 
the  financial  condition  of  municipalities,  and  are  presumed  to  be  experts 
in  this  field.  The  board,  in  common  with  other  town  officials,  always 
felt  that  the  reports  from  this  department  represented  a  careful  and 
thorough  examination  and  was  surprised  to  learn  to  the  contrary. 
Certainly  there  was  never  anything  about  the  reports  submitted,  indicat- 
ing that  the  work  had  been  superficially  done.  The  board  comments  upon 
this  lack  of  thoroughness  in  the  past  to  indicate  the  necessity  of  insisting 
that  every  effort  be  made  by  the  auditors  in  the  future,  to  detect  anything 
in  the  nature  of  any  irregularity  in  handling  money  of  the  town. 

The  outside  work  of  this  department  fonthe  year  has  been  principally 
the  completion  of  work  authorized  in  1920,  which  owing  to  late  delivery 
of  pipe,  we  were  unable  to  finish  that  year.  Several  small  extensions  to 
supply  houses  being  built  have  been  put  in  by  vote  of  the  board  under 
authority  granted  by  the  town. 

The  financial  statement,  regardless  of  the  serious  trouble  through 
which  we  have  been  during  the  last  five  months,  shows  a  better  standing 
than  for  some  years,  notwithstanding  that  we  have  returned  to  those 
entitled  to  it  over  $2,500,  which  sum  covers  overcharges  made  during  the 
last  four  or  five  years.  The  amount  of  outstanding  accounts  is  necessarily 
larger  than  usual,  because  while  the  auditors  were  examining  the  books 
we  were  unable  to  make  collections  as  close  as  they  should  have  been. 
We  have  now  received  from  the  auditors  the  list  of  outstanding  accounts 
and  propose  to  start  collection  of  same  at  once. 

The  net  water  debt  is  now  $138,296.92,  a  reduction  of  $14,033.22  from 
that  of  last  year.  We  hope  to  report  next  year  a  reduction  in  water  rates 
and,  unless  the  unexpected  happens,  see  no  reason  why  it  will  not  be 
possible. 

Another  matter  we  wish  to  call  attention  to,  is  the  expense  to  this 
department  of  lowering  water  pipes  on  Atlantic  avenue.  At  the  time  this 
street  was  resurfaced,  the  grade  was  changed  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was 
necessary  to  lower  our  mains  and  some  services  at  an  expense  of  between 
$600  and  $700.  This  work  should  be  provided  for  as  a  part  of  the  whole 
and  provision  made  for  payment  of  any  expense  incurred  thereby  as  a 
part  of  the  appropriation. 

We  would  also  call  attention  to  the  large  amount  of  building  in  the 
Shaw  estate  during  the  last  few  years  and  the  possibility  of  more  this  year, 
all  of  which  has  a  tendency  of  reducing  the  water  pressure  in  that  district, 
therefore  we  would  recommend  that  the  town  authorize  the  board  to  lay 
a  ten-inch  pipe  in  Forest  avenue  from  Redington  street  about  1,100 
feet,  to  connect  with  the  pipe  now  laid  in  Aspen  road,  and  to  continue  on 
Forest  avenue  with  a  6-inch  pipe  to  Magnolia  road.

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Sewer  Department. 

The  work  authorized  by  the  town  for  this  year  in  this  department 
completes  the  large  intercepting  sewer  to  Palmer  lane;  and  laterals  in  a 
part  of  Atlantic  avenue  and  Palmer  road  to  Humphrey  street ;  also  that  in 
Banks  road  and  Banks  terrace. 

The  contract  on  the  intercepting  sewer  exceeded  the  Engineer's  esti- 
mate by  $836.98  and  this  has  been  paid  for  from  the  Emergency  Fund. 

There  remain  balances  from  Palmer  avenue  and  Banks  road  appropria- 
tions of  $2,844.29,  which  we  recommend  be  transferred  to  the  Emergency 
Fund  under  same  conditions  as  voted  last  year. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  to  know  the  result  of 
work  during  the  year,  of  the  new  plant  at  the  pumping  station.  Figures 
taken  from  the  records  show  : —

Our  chart  shows  during  the  period  from  April  25  to  May  i,  pumping  at 
the  rate  of  over  2,500,000  gallons  per  day,  from  November  25  to  Novem- 
ber 30,  at  the  rate  of  1,800,000  gallons  per  day,  and  from  July  5  to  July 
10,  at  the  rate  of  1,750,000  gallons  per  day. 

We  recommend  that  $8,200.00  be  appropriated  for  sewer  maintenance 
and  $500  for  particular  sewers.

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REPORT  OF 

The  Honor  Roll  Book  Committee 

OF  VICTORY  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Citizens  of  S-wamp&cott : 

The  Honor  Roll  Book  Committee  was  appointed  on  February  19,  1919. 
The  work  of  the  committee,  therefore,  extended  over  a  period  of  three 
years,  during  which  time  more  than  one  hundred  meetings  were  held. 

Three  separate  sets  of  printed  matter  were  mailed  to  the  names  of  all 
men  and  women  of  Swampscott  who  served  their  country  during  the 
period  of  the  World  War.  First,  a  request  was  sent  out  of  a  general 
character  to  enable  the  committee  to  prepare  a  complete  register  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  veterans.  This  was  followed  by  a  second 
letter,  accompanied  by  a  blank  copy  of  the  discharge  paper  as  used  by  the 
United  States  Army.  This  form  was  used  in  some  cases  by  those  who 
had  served  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  while  in  others  the  returns  were 
made  by  separate  letter.  With  the  complete  register  of  names,  together 
with  the  mass  of  information  given  by  the  second  returns,  the  committee 
proceeded  with  the  preparation  of  the  material  for  publication.  After  the 
data  had  been  embodied  in  a  card  index  and  carefully  checked,  a  third 
form  was  prepared,  and  the  information  as  recorded  was  again  sent  to 
each  veteran  to  be  given  a  final  check.  Thus,  everyone  had  an  opportu- 
nity to  check  and  sign  the  information  concerning  himself. 

Even  after  this  point  was  reached  there  was  still  much  work  involved 
in  preparing  the  final  copy  for  the  press. 

The  committee  decided  to  include  in  the  book  pictures  of  all  those  who 
gave  their  lives  for  their  country,  also  of  the  Honor  Roll  Board,  the 
Memorial  Tablet,  Memorial  Boulder,  and  the  lot  in  the  cemetery,  which 
the  town  gave  to  the  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  57  American  Legion.  Statis- 
tical tables  were  also  carefully  prepared  and  inserted. 

The  committee  decided  to  publish  the  book  in  the  best  possible  manner 
throughout,  with  leather  binding  and  gold  embossed  work.  The  best 
paper  obtainable  was  selected  for  the  printed  matter. 

Proposals  were  advertised  in  the  usual  manner,  and  the  following  bids 
received  :

The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Beckwith  Press,  the  lowest  bidder. 

The  work  of  printing  proceeded  without  delay,  and  involved  the  most 
careful  and  painstaking  proof-reading. 
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The  books  were  actually  completed  in  the  early  p.irl  of  October,  but  the 
committee,  after  consulting  with  the  officers  of  the  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post 
57  American  Legion,  decided  to  hold  them  until  Armistice  Day,  when 
suitable  presentation  exercises  could  be  held. 

November  11  was  a  beautiful  day,  and  a  large  number  of  veterans  of 
the  World  War,  together  with  other  organizations  of  the  town,  took  part 
in  a  parade,  which  was  most  inspiring.  A  copy  of  the  book,  suitably 
decorated  with  the  national  colors,  was  presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Book  Committee  to  Commander  Ralph  E.  Merritt,  after  which  an  address 
was  given  by  Chaplain  Rev.  Robert  Campbell,  Jr.,  followed  by  the  firing 
of  a  salute  of  three  shots  by  a  French  75  M.  M.  field  gun.  The  services 
vv^ere  held  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  President  Harding  to  all  the 
people  of  the  United  States  in  all  towns  and  cities,  that  they  hold  suitable 
exercises  and  stand  in  silence  for  a  period  of  two  minutes  during  the 
funeral  of  the  unknown  dead  American  soldier,  which  was  being  held  in 
Washington.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremony  the  committee  pre- 
sented a  large  number  of  books  to  the  veterans  of  the  World  War,  and 
since  then  others  have  been  delivered  either  in  person  or  by  mail,  a  com- 
paratively few  still  being  on  hand.  Copies  of  the  book  were  also  sent  to 
all  of  the  schools  of  Swampscott ;  to  the  Public  Libraries  of  Swampscott 
and  Lynn;  also  to  the  Library  of  Congress  at  Washington;  State 
Library,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Boston ;  Connecticut  State 
Library ;  Essex  Institute,  Salem,  Mass.  ;  General  James  L.  Bates  Post  118, 
G.  A.  R.  ;  Major-General  Clarence  R.  Edwards,  and  to  Rev.  Robert 
Campbell,  Jr.,  of  Swampscott. 

With  the  sending  out  of  the  last  book  and  its  report,  the  duties  of  the 
committee  will  cease.  Although  involving  a  great  amount  of  work,  it 
has  been  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  preserve  the  records  of  our  men  and 
women  who  responded  to  the  call  of  our  country  in  her  hour  of  peril. 

Swampscott  is  one  of  the  few  towns  that  has  prepared  a  memorial 
volume  giving  the  records  of  her  sons  and  daughters,  and  has  set  an 
example  of  her  appreciation  which  may  well  be  followed  by  other 
municipalities. 

The  amount  of  the  appropriation  made  available  for  this  work  was 
$1,897.60,  and  the  expenditure  for  publishing  the  books  was  $1,653.13, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $244.47.  A  part  of  this  balance  was  voted  by  the 
committee  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  band  and  other  music  incident  to 
the  exercises  of  Armistice  Day.  The  Fourth  of  July  Committee  also 
generously  contributed  an  unexpended  balance  of  $92.24  for  the  same 
purpose.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

Machon  School  Building  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

A  progress  report  of  the  Machon  School  Building  Committee  appeared 
on  page  177  of  the  last  annual  Town  Report.  At  that  time  the  structure 
was  practically  complete.  However,  owing  to  labor  troubles  and  difficulty 
in  obtaining  certain  materials,  it  was  found  impossible  to  place  the  build- 
ing in  condition  for  use  for  the  spring  term.  In  someway  this  delay  was 
beneficial,  as  it  gave  ample  time  to  the  contractors  and  the  architect  to  bring 
their  work  up  to  a  high  standard  of  finish.  It,  also,  permitted  the  filling 
and  grading  of  the  grounds  to  thoroughly  settle  before  the  granolithic 
walks  were  put  in. 

The  building  was  inspected  and  approved  in  all  details  by  the  State 
Inspector  of  Buildings.  Some  difficulty  was  found  in  obtaining  sufficient 
draft  for  the  boilers  of  the  heating  system,  but  the  architect  agreed  to  add 
to  the  height  of  the  chimney,  which  has  been  done  without  expense  to  the 
town. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  Machon  School  to-date, 
including  an  unpaid  balance  of  $2,092.42,  due  on 
the  general  contract  is  $129,608  22

While  the  extra  items  were  not  included  in  the  original  estimate,  your 
committee  realized  the  necessity  for  the  expenditures. 

The  Machon  School  building  is  of  excellent  design  and  construction 
throughout,  and  the  citizens  are  justified  in  a  feeling  of  pride  in  this  latest 
addition  to  the  schools  of  our  town. 
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The  building  was  in  readiness  for  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  On 
October  12  the  school  was  opened  for  inspection,  and  formally  transferred 
to  the  School  Department  with  suitable  exercises. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  sum  of  $1,608.22  be  appropriated  to  cover 
the  additional  items  of  expense  referred  to  in  the  report.

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Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen. 


General  Remarks. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

The  year  of  1921  will  be  remembered  as  a  period  of  business  depression 
and  readjustment.  This  condition  was  a  natural  consequence  of  the 
tremendous  expansion  of  our  industries  brought  about  by  the  World  War, 
resulting  in  a  capacity  for  production  far  in  excess  of  our  usual  require- 
ments. Furthermore,  we  found  that  we  had  set  up  standards  of  living 
which  could  not  be  maintained  in  normal  times  of  peace.  The  marked 
depression  in  the  value  of  currency  of  foreign  countries,  particularly  those 
which  had  been  engaged  in  the  World  War,  had  almost  entirely  cut  off 
one  of  the  great  outlets  for  our  products  on  which  we  depended.  Our 
people  have  bravely  faced  the  problem  of  readjustment,  and  the  somewhat 
heroic  corrective  measures  which  have  been  taken  are  now  beginning  to 
show  results.  The  garment  is  being  cut  according  to  the  cloth,  and  this 
policy  if  continued  will  soon  lead  to  better  times.  In  a  community  like 
ours  the  true  state  of  affairs  is  not  fully  appreciated.  While  we,  perhaps, 
have  been  somewhat  inconvenienced,  the  fact  remains  that  there  has  been 
and  now  is  great  suffering  among  the  poorer  classes  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  our  land. 

Happily  better  times  are  in  sight,  and  with  continued  effort  we  may 
reasonably  hope  for  a  gradual  return  of  prosperity  in  1922.  To  accom- 
plish this  the  tremendous  wastage  that  has  been  going  on  for  years,  due 
to  the  lack  of  sympathetic  understanding  between  the  employer  and  the 
employee,  must  be  stopped.  Fortunately  it  is  coming  to  be  realized  by 
all  true  Americans  that  the  strike  and  the  lockout  will  not  settle  differ- 
ences of  opinion.  The  future  welfare  of  our  nation  will  depend  upon  the 
establishment  of  confidence  in  all  business  and  industrial  relations.  From 
now  on  we  must  be  more  careful  in  the  expenditure  of  money  for  both 
private  and  public  purposes. 

The  following  pages  show  that  much  has  been  accomplished  by  your 
board  during  the  year,  and  every  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  economize 
in  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  town.  As  an  example,  the  board  strongly 
advocated  the  bituminous  macadam  for  the  resurfacing  of  Atlantic  avenue, 
as  against  bituminous  concrete,  which  costs  nearly  double,  thus  causing  a 
saving  of  about  $55,000  without  impairing  the  quality  of  the  work. 

The  building  of  the  Point  of  Pines  bridge,  over  the  Saugus  river,  in 
ten  days  was  a  noteworthy  achievement,  and  is  described  in  more  detail 
elsewhere  in  our  report. 

The  rules  which  were  adopted  for  the  regulation  of  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  might  also  be  mentioned  as  a  step  in  the  direction  of  econo- 
my and  better  government  of  the  departments  named. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  single  achievement  is  the  systematizing  of 
town  insurance  referred  to  on  page  159. 
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At  the  last  special  meeting  precinct  voting  was  adopted  for  town  elec- 
tions, and  it  will  be  very  interesting  to  see  how  this  system  works  out  in 
practice.  In  some  ways  it  may  be  considered  a  step  in  the  direction  of 
the  representative  form  of  government,  as  now  successfully  used  in  Brook- 
line  and  elsewhere. 

A  real  effort  was  made  by  some  of  our  citizens  during  the  past  summer  to 
carry  on  community  work,  as  has  been  done  in  many  towns  throughout 
the  country.  While  there  was  much  enthusiasm  at  the  time,  unfortu- 
nately there  appears  to  be  no  lasting  result. 

A  movement  has  now  been  started,  known  as  the  Parent-Teachers' 
Association,  which  seems  to  embody  an  idea  that  appeals  to  many.  At  a 
recent  meeting  there  were  over  200  citizens  in  attendance.  The  board 
believes  that  the  new  association  will  be  of  great  benefit  as  a  tie  between 
the  parents,  the  teachers  and  others  directly  responsible  for  the  conduct 
of  our  public  schools. 

The  board  considers  it  a  duty  to  point  out  the  growing  indifference  of 
our  citizens  to  the  responsibility  of  attending  town  meetings.  Although 
there  were  several  matters  of  importance  to  be  taken  up  at  the  special 
meeting  called  by  the  board  for  December  28th  le8«  than  twenty-five  citizens 
appeared,  making  it  necessary  to  adjourri.  There  are  today  such  demands 
on  our  time  for  the  many  amusements  that  we  seem  to  forget  that  the 
transaction  of  public  business  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  not  only  to 
ourselves,  but  to  the  community  in  general.  The  board  strongly  urges 
that  the  citizens  give  greater  support  to  the  various  oflScial  activities  of 
the  town. 

In  view  of  the  large  expenditures  for  192 1,  your  board  has  endeavored 
to  confine  its  recommendations  to  those  things  which  seem  to  be 
necessary  for  the  safety  or  comfort  of  the  citizens.

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The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  M.  McDonough  Company,  the  lowest 
bidder. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  board  the  bids  received  for  granolithic  sidewalks 
and  edgestones  for  1920  were  too  high  to  warrant  proceeding  with  the  full 
amount  of  work  authorized.  This  resulted  in  carrying  over  a  balance  of 
$3,488.75,  to  which  the  town  added  an  appropriation  of  $5,000,  making  a 
total  of  $8,488.75  available  for  this  class  of  work.  When  it  is  considered 
th  .t,  on  account  of  the  war,  work  of  this  nature  had  been  practically  held 
up  for  a  number  of  years,  the  total  appropriation  was  not  excessive  to 
meet  a  large  accumulation  of  petitions  of  citizens  for  sidewalks  and  edge- 
stones.  These  were  carefully  considered  by  the  board  with  relation  to 
the  general  sidewalk  scheme  as  laid  out  by  the  Town  Engineer,  with  a 
view  to  connecting  important  points  by  continous  walks,  as  contemplated 
by  the  statute.  The  actual  expenditures  amounted  to  $7,252.62,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $1,236.13. 

The  reconstruction  of  Burrill  street,  which  was  authorized  by  the  town, 
gave  the  board  a  good  opportunity  to  make  a  much  needed  improvement 
on  this  thoroughfare  by  laying  continuous  granolithic  walks,  with  parking 
and  edgestones,  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  road.  This  is  one  of  the 
principal  thoroughfares  leading  to  the  station,  and  has  long  required  better 
sidewalks. 

During  the  progress  of  the  road  work  a  petition  was  received  by  the 
board  from  citizens  on  the  easterly  side,  requesting  granolithic  walks  and 
edgestones.  The  board  carefully  considered  this  petition  and  decided  to 
grant  that  part  relating  to  edgestones,  as  this  appeared  to  be  not  only 
desirable,  but  almost  necessary  to  permit  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  to 
complete  properly  his  work.  As  there  was  not  sufficient  money  available 
to  lay  concrete  walks  and  correct  grades,  these  matters  were  left  to  a  future 
time. 

Burrill  street  being  one  of  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the  town,  the 
board  feels  that  continuous  granolithic  walks  should  be  laid  on  the  easterly 
side  during  the  coming  year.

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The  condition  of  the  building  known  as  the  Morris  house,  adjoining 
the  Town  Hall,  is  becoming  dilapidated  and  is  not  creditable  to  the  town. 
Under  the  circumstances,  the  building  should  either  be  repaired  or  torn 
down.  As  the  building  is  old  and  not  of  modern  design,  the  cost  of 
repairs  and  reconstruction  would,  undoubtedly,  be  excessive  and  not 
warranted  bj  any  return  which  could  be  expected  in  the  form  of  rent.  It 
is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  use  of  this  building  be  discontinued, 
and  that  the  board  be  authorized  to  dispose  of  it  to  the  best  advantage, 
and  that  money  be  appropriated  for  this  work. 

The  benches  in  the  Town  Hall  are  dilapidated,  and  should  be  replaced. 

The  board  recommends  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  combination  chairs  for  the  auditorium  in  the  Town  Hall. 

During  the  year  the  board  called  upon  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
to  make  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  Town  Hall  to  make  sure  that  it  is 
safe  for  the  use  of  our  citizens.  It  was  found  that  all  requirements  had 
been  complied  with,  and  a  permit  to  this  effect  has  been  issued. 

VIII.   Street  Lighting. 

The  town  voted,  at  the  Adjourned  Annual  Meeting  of  April  5,  1921,  to 
adopt  the  every-night,  all-night  schedule  for  street  lights.  While  this 
means  an  added  expense,  the  board  believes  that  the  town  is  well  repaid 
by  the  feeling  of  security  of  its  citizens,  both  on  the  streets  and  in  their 
homes.  Ample  lighting  may,  also,  be  regarded  as  a  good  ally  of  the  Police 
Department,  and  certainly  adds  greatly  to  our  safety  and  peace  of  mind  at 
night. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  street  lights  for  192 1  : 

Arc  lights  '  103 

Incandescent  lights  335 

Flood  lights  3 

The  actual  cost  of  all  street  lights  for  the  year  of  192 1  was  $18,783.88. 
The  board  recommends  that  the  all-night,  every-night  schedule  be  con- 
tinued, and  that  the  amount  of  $19,500  be  appropriated.  The  board  further 
recommends  that  it  be  given  the  power  to  enter  into  a  new  contract  with 
the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Company,  should  this  be  found  desirable  when 
the  present  contract  expires,  July  i,  1922. 

IX.   Forest  Warden. 

Everett  P.  Mudge  was  appointed  Forest  Warden  for  192 1,  as  provided 
by  statute. 

X.    Gypsy  floth  Department. 

Everett  P.  Mudge  was  reappointed  to  superintend  the  gypsy  moth 
work.  This  is  an  annual  duty  which  falls  to  the  towns  and  cities  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  while  the  pest  continues,  the  expense  cannot 
properly  be  avoided. 

The  board  recommends  that  the  amount  of  $5,000  be  appropriated  for 
the  gypsy  moth  work  for  1922. 

XI.  Law. 

Board  of  Selectine?t,  Sivampscoit,  Mass.: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  counsel  for  the  town  for  the  year  1921. 

The  petition  of  Lucretia  F.  Day,  et  al,  against  the  town  and  the  city  of 
Lynn  for  the  assessment  of  damages  caused  to  their  property  by  reason 
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of  the  taking  of  an  easement  in  connection  with  the  straightening  and 
widening  of  Stacej  Brook,  was  tried  before  a  jury  in  the  Superior  Court 
at  Salem  in  December  last  and  a  verdict  of  $1,500  was  returned.  This 
work  was  done  in  1918  jointly  by  the  town  and  the  city  of  Lynn,  and  the 
city  of  Lynn  will,  therefore,  pay  one-half  of  this  verdict. 

The  suit  of  the  town  against  the  city  of  Lynn,  relating  to  Stacey  Brook, 
is  still  pending  before  Frederick  H.  Tarr,  Esquire,  as  master.  Recent 
conferences,  however,  with  the  officials  of  the  city  of  Lynn  indicate  that 
the  subject  of  this  litigation  may  be  settled  without  further  hearings. 

The  only  other  important  litigation  pending  against  the  town  is  the 
petition  of  Moorfield  Storey,  el  al,  as  trustees,  for  the  assessments  of 
damages  arising  from  the  taking  of  easements  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  the  intercepting  sewer.  An  adjustment  of  this  case  is  now 
under  consideration  between  the  petitioners  and  the  Water  and  Sewerage 
Board. 

Under  your  direction,  I  have  represented  the  town  at  various  hearings 
before  committees  of  the  General  Court  and  before  departments  of  the 
Common  wealth  on  matters  affecting  the  town.  I  have  also  appeared  at 
various  times  for  the  Police  Department  in  the  prosecution  of  criminal 
complaints  in  the  District  Court  of  Southern  Essex. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  have  advised  officials  of  the  several  depart- 
ments in  legal  matters  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  their  duties 
and  have  attended  to  all  other  legal  work  in  which  the  town  was  in  any 
way  interested.

XII.   Improvements  in  Condition  at  the  Station  of  tlie 
Boston  &  riaine  Railroad. 

Early  in  1920  the  Board  of  Selectmen  petitioned  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  relative  to  the  dangerous  condition  at  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  Station  in  Swampscott.  A  hearing  was  granted  by  the  depart- 
ment on  February  12,  1920,  at  which  were  present  representatives  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  R.  R.,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Counsel,  members 
of  the  special  committee  appointed  by  the  town  to  investigate  the  situa- 
tion in  question,  and  citizens. 

After  some  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  the  hearing  should  be  con- 
tinued with  the  hope  that  the  railroad  and  the  town  might  arrive  at  a 
satisfactory  settlement.  This  was  with  the  understanding  that  the  board 
could  bring  up  the  matter  at  any  time,  if  necessary. 

The  committee  named  by  the  town  then  held  a  number  of  meetings^ 
and  agreed  upon  a  definite  plan  of  improvement,  which  is  referred  to  in 
their  report  on  page  180,  of  the  Town  Report  for  1920. 

Conferences  were  also  held  with  the  officials  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  but  as  no  definite  action  resulted,  the  board  requested  that  the 
matter  be  reopened  before  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  and  a  hear- 
ing was,  accordingly,  held  on  April  13,  1921.  As  a  result  of  this  hearing 
and  a  subsequent  inspection  at  the  station  by  engineers  of  the  commis- 
sion, representatives  of  the  railroad  and  of  the  town,  the  commission  gave 
the  following  opinion  : 
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'*  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  complaint  made  by  the  Selectmen  \s  well 
founded,  that  the  dangerous  conditions  can  best  be  obviated  by  the  con- 
struction of  a  fence  between  the  tracks  at  the  station,  so  as  to  prevent 
passengers  from  crossing  the  tracks,  and  the  construction  of  a  ramp  or 
steps  leading  from  Burrill  street  to  the  westbound  platform  of  the  station, 
and  we  recommend  to  the  railroad  company  that  this  be  done  forthwith." 

It  was  decided  by  the  engineers  of  the  railroad  that  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  separate  the  tracks  in  order  to  make  it  safe  for  the  use  of  a  fence, 
and  this,  together  with  tbe  erection  of  a  fence  and  changes  in  the  west- 
bound platform,  was  not  completed  until  the  middle  of  July.  The  steps 
referred  to  by  the  Commission  were  not  completed  until  August. 

As  no  provision  had  been  made  to  shelter  passengers  in  cold  or  stormy 
weather,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wrote  the  railroad,  with  the  result  that  a 
temporary  shelter,  suitably  heated  and  lighted,  was  open  to  the  public  in 
December. 

This  matter  is  referred  to  somewhat  in  detail,  owing  to  the  importance 
of  the  work  for  the  safety  of  our  citizens. 

The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  has  actually  spent  about  $15,000  upon 
the  changes  which  have  so  far  been  made,  which,  considering  the  financial 
condition  of  the  road,  represents  a  real  effort  to  solve  the  problem. 

The  special  committee  snd  the  board  presented  plans  embodying  a 
modern  station  on  the  westbound  site,  but  this  cannot  be  expected  under 
present  business  conditions. 

The  board  has  taken  up  the  matter  of  purchasing  from  the  railroad  a 
piece  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Burrill  and  Columbia  streets,  with  a  view  to 
improving  conditions  by  cutting  off  the  present  sharp  point  and  substitut- 
ing a  curve,  in  accordance  with  a  plan  laid  out  by  the  town  engineer,  Mr. 
W.  W.  Pratt.  It  is  felt  that  this  work  should  be  undertaken  at  once,  and 
the  board  recommends  the  appropriation  of  $600  to  purchase  the  land, 
and  make  the  necessary  changes  in  the  roadway. 

XIII.   New  Streets. 

At  the  annual  meeting  it  was  voted  to  accept  that  part  of  Burpee  road, 
extending  from  Essex  street  to  the  northerly  line  of  the  property  of  the 
town,  which  was  purchased  for  the  erection  of  Machon  school,  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  prepared  by  Town  Engineer,  W.  W.  Pratt,  and  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Survey,  after  a  public  hearing  on  March  25,  1921. 

Proposals  for  this  work  were  advertised,  and  the  following  bids 
received  :

The  contract  was  awarded  to  M.  McDonough  Company,  the  lowest 
bidder. 
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Work  on  this  road  was  not  commenced,  however,  until  excavation  for 
sewer  and  water  mains  had  been  completed.  This  section  of  the  road  was 
opened  to  the  public  on  July  28. 

XIV.    Resurfacing  Atlantic  Avenue. 

An  important  project  accomplished  in  192 1  was  the  reconstruction  of 
Atlantic  avenue.  Early  in  1920  the  Board  first  took  this  matter  up  with 
the  Division  of  Highways  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  with 
the  County  Commissioners  to  see  if  the  Commonwealth  and  the  County 
would  not  bear  a  part  of  the  expense. 

On  April  27,  1921,  we  received  a  communication  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  stating  that  the  commonwealth  would  pay  one-quarter 
of  the  cost  of  reconstruction,  provided  the  county  would  pay  one  quarter 
and  the  towns  of  Swampscott  and  Marblehead  the  remaining  one-half, 
with  the  provision  that  the  work  in  both  towns  should  be  undertaken  in 
order  to  insure  a  length  of  roadway  which  would  be  worth  while.  It  was 
also  estimated  that  the  total  expense  of  this  work  would  be  approximately 
$110,000. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1920,  page  193,  to  the  early 
steps  which  were  taken  by  the  Board  in  this  matter. 

At  the  annual  meeting  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  was  voted  to  cover 
the  town's  part  of  the  work  in  the  proportion  suggested  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works.  Later,  the  county  agreed  to  pay  their  share  of 
one-quarter. 

After  a  careful  study  of  that  part  of  the  work  in  Swampscott  by  the 
engineers  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  board  on  the  loca- 
tion, proposals  were  advertised,  and  on  June  14,  1921,  bids  were  opened. 
These  were  taken  under  advisement.  A  conference  was  held  at  the  State 
House  on  June  20  to  consider  the  bids,  at  which  the  members  ot  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  of  Swampscott  and  Marblehead  were  present,  also  the 
chairman  of  the  County  Commissioners. 

The  original  proposition  was  for  bituminous  macadam.  At  the  request 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  an  alternate  bid  for  bituminous  con- 
crete construction  was  requested.  The  bids  for  the  former  were  approxi- 
mately one-half  the  cost  of  the  latter.  The  board  made  careful  inquiry, 
and  was  satisfied  that  the  interest  of  the  town  and  all  concerned  would  be 
met  by  the  bituminous  macadam  work  orginally  contemplated.  This,  by 
the  way,  is  the  same  as  so  successfully  used  in  the  State  road  construction 
in  Swampscott  a  number  of  years  ago. 

There  was  considerable  pressure  brought  to  bear  in  favor  of  the  higher 
priced  material,  but  it  was  finally  voted  to  use  bituminous  macadam. 
The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  M.  McDonough  Company,  the  lowest 
bidder. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  amount  of  the  award  was  $54,907.50 
for  the  bituminous  macadam,  as  against  the  estimate  of  $110,000  for  the 
bituminous  concrete. 

Work  was  started  August  7,  192 1,  and  weather  conditions  were  very 
favorable  until  the  completion  of  the  resurfacing  and  the  opening  of  the 
last  section  on  October  12,  192 1.

It  should  be  added  that  not  only  was  the  roadway  resurfaced  but  several 
cuts  and  fills  were  made,  which  greatly  improved  the  avenue.  These 
occurred  principally  near  the  Hotel  Preston,  where  there  was  a  consider- 
able fill,  and  near  Phillips  corner,  where  the  high  part  of  .the  road  was  cut 
down.  The  latter  has  been  under  consideration  by  the  town  for  a  number 
of  years.  The  curved  roadway  at  the  property  of  Mr.  Andrew  Preston 
was  raised  and  properly  banked. 

Before  construction  was  undertaken  excavations  for  sewers  and  water 
mains  were  made,  so  that  much  has  been  accomplished  in  improvement 
of  Atlantic  avenue  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was  necessary  to  lower  the  grade  at  a  point 
near  Phillips  square,  about  opposite  the  property  of  Mr.  Kimball,  the 
Water  Department  was  compelled  to  lower  its  main,  involving  an  expense 
of  $600.  The  board  took  this  matter  up  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  was  assured  that  this  amount  would  be  paid  from  the  unex- 
pended balance  of  the  appropriation. 

XV.   Essex  Street  Improvement. 

Referring  to  the  report  of  the  board  for  1920,  Page  193,  a  hearing  was 
held  by  the  County  Commissioners  in  Swampscott  on  February  18,  1921, 
at  which  the  Commissioners  pointed  out  that  no  funds  were  available  for 
this  purpose,  and  that,  in  view  of  the  extensive  reconstruction  of  Atlantic 
avenue,  in  which  the  county  is  joining,  that  work  on  Essex  street  should 
be  postponed  for  a  time. 

XVI.   Middlesex  Avenue. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  it  was  voted  to  discontinue  that  part  of  Mid- 
dlesex avenue  lying  between  the  grounds  of  the  Clarke  School  and  the 
playground,  when  waivers  were  signed,  and  $1,200  was  appropriated  for 
the  purpose.  The  object  of  this  was  to  give  protection  to  the  children  who 
attend  the  Clarke  School,  and  to  insure  their  greater  safety  during  the  hours 
of  recess  and  play.  Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  board  the  Town 
Engineer  prepared  a  layout.  A  bill  in  equity  was  filed  in  the  Superior 
Court  to  restrain  further  action  by  the  town. 

As  provided  by  Statute,  the  board  petitioned  the  Registrar  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  asking  the  discontinuance 
of  the  use  of  the  section  of  the  road  during  certain  hours.  A  hearing  was 
held  on  September  23,  and  the  Commission  later  reported  that  it  was  not 
considered  advisable  to  issue  a  closing  order. 

While  the  intent  of  the  town  was  in  favor  of  discontinuing  the  street,- 
the  board  felt  it  desirable  not  to  undertake  action  which  might  bring  about 
legal  entanglements,  and,  therefore,  decided  to  take  the  matter  up  with 
the  town  at  the  next  annual  meeting  for  further  instructions. 
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In  order  to  bring  this  matter  properly  before  the  town,  we  recommend 
that  that  part  of  Middlesex  avenue,  as  shown  on  the  plan  prepared  by  the 
Town  Engineer,  be  discontinued,  without  regard  to  waivers,  and  that  the 
amount  of  $1,200  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 


XVII.   Precinct  Voting. 

At  the  annual  meeting  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  system  of  precinct  vot- 
ing, in  accordance  with  the  plan  as  reported  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  Friday,  November  27,  1920,  and  as  pro- 
vided by  Chapter  35,  Section  221,  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  relating  to  voting 
for  State  and  federal  elections.  Necessary  plans  were  made  by  the  board 
to  carry  out  this  vote  at  the  November  state  election,  and  these  were 
entirely  successful. 

Before  precinct  voting  could  be  applied  to  town  elections,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  accept  Chapter  39,  Section  20,  of  the  General  Laws.  A  special 
meeting  was  called  for  this  purpose.  After  failing  to  obtain  a  quorum 
on  December  28,  it  was  finally  passed  at  an  adjourned  meeting  held 
December  31. 

This  will  cause  some  added  expense  for  precinct  officers,  also  for  a 
place  for  voting  for  Precinct  i.  Precinct  2  will  vote  in  the  Town  Hall  as 
usual,  and  Precinct  3  at  the  Phillips  Beach  engine  house. 

This  system  of  voting,  while  convenient  to  residents  in  various  parts  of 
the  town,  will  require  a  larger  appropriation  for  "  Election  and  Registra- 
tion "  than  heretofore. 

It  is  recommended  that  $1,200  be  appropriated  for  election  and  registra- 
tion for  1922. 

XVIII.    Rule  to  Limit  Opening  of  Streets  in  Winter. 

On  December  30,  192 1,  the  board  adopted  the  following  rule  : — 

"That  no  openings  in  streets  shall  be  made,  except  in  case  of  an 
emergency,  before  April  i,  1922." 

The  object  of  this  regulation  is  to  prevent,  except  in  cases  of  emergency, 
the  excavation  of  our  streets  and  sidewalks  while  there  is  frost  in  the 
ground.  By  a  little  forethought  and  planning  on  the  part  of  citizens, 
work  of  this  kind  can  be  done  during  the  warm  months,  thus  avoiding 
much  trouble  and  expense  to  the  departments  of  the  town  in  filling  and 
resurfacing  work  done  when  the  ground  is  frozen. 

The  board  finds  that  this  is  a  provision  adopted  by  most  well-regulated 
towns  and  cities. 

XIX.  Broolcs. 

Hawthorne  Brook  —  In  the  Town  Report  for  1920,  page  176,  the 
committee  on  Hawthorne  brook  reported  in  favor  of  building  a  cement 
culvert  from  Salem  street  in  a  northerly  direction  to  a  point  in  the  Rowe' 
field,  in  accordance  with  plans  of  the  town  engineer.  The  matter  was 
presented  to  the  town,  but  it  was  felt  that  this  improvement  might  be 
postponed,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  town  had  corrected  the  grade  and 
widened  the  brook  so  that  obstructions  which  had  previously  backed  the 
water  at  the  time  of  heavy  rainfalls  or  in  the  spring  were  entirely  removed. 

A  portion  of  this  brook  divides  the  property  of  a  number  of  citizens, 
particularly  in  that  part  referred  to  in  the  report. 
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The  board  feels  that  it  would  be  highly  desirable  to  provide  a  permanent 
cenent  culvert,  previously  recommended,  as  has  been  done  in  other 
parts  of  the  town  under  similar  circumstances. 

A  culvert  of  this  kind  would  prevent  the  washing  out  of  the  banks  in 
the  spring  and  would,  also,  prevent  filling  up  of  the  brook  from  other 
causes. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  this  section  of  the  culvert  would  be 
$4,000.  The  board,  therefore,  recommends  that  $4,000  be  appropriated 
for  this  purpose. 

Stacey  Brook— a  bill  in  equity  was  brought  by  the  town  to  restra'n 
the  city  of  Lynn  from  polluting  Stacey  brook  with  sewage.  This  is 
referred  to  by  the  Town  Counsel  in  his  report  on  page  153.  The  case 
was  referred  to  a  master,  and  much  evidence  has  been  submitted  by  our 
engineers,  and  from  time  to  time  expert  opinion  has  been  added. 

Feeling  that  a  settlement  might  be  arrived  at,  the  board  requested  a 
conference  with  the  Mayor  and  Commission  on  Ways  and  Drainage  of 
Lynn.  This  was  held  on  January  i6th,  1922,  and  the  matter  was  taken 
under  advisement,  and  a  decision  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  city  of  Lynn  is 
expected  soon. 

The  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  section  of  the  culvert  between  New 
Ocean  street  and  Humphrey  street  should  be  undertaken  jointly  with  the 
city  of  Lynn  during  the  present  year,  not  only  from  the  standpoint  of 
health,  but  to  avoid  possible  damage  suits. 

An  estimate  has  been  made  by  Town  Engineer  W.  W.  Pratt  and  City 
Engineer  W.  L.  Vennard,  indicating  a  probable  cost  of  $31,000.  Assum- 
ing that  this  expense  is  shared,  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  work 
already  accomplished,  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  would  be  required  as 
Swampscott's  part. 

The  board  recommends  that  $15,000  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  culvert  jointly,  with  the  city  of  Lynn,  the  expense  to  be 
borne  proportionately,  in  accordance  with  plans  of  the  Town  Engineer 
and  of  the  City  Engineer  of  Lynn. 

XX.   Soldier  Funerals 

On  January  14  the  caskets  containing  the  bodies  of  Elmer  R.  Bolinder 
and  John  E.  Blocksidge  were  received  in  Swampscott  from  France.  The 
caskets  lay  in  state  in  the  Town  Hall,  guarded  by  members  of  the  Leon 
E.  Abbott  Post  57,  American  Legion,  surrounded  by  the  national  and 
legion  colors,  and  bedecked  with  floral  tributes  from  the  town  and  citizens. 

On  January  16  a  most  impressive  funeral  procession  was  formed  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  escorted  the  remains  to  the  Congregational  Church  on 
Blaney  street.  Solemn  service  was  there  held,  addressed  by  Chaplain 
Rev.  Robert  Campbell,  Jr.,  Rev.  Edward  Tillotson  and  Rev.  Nils  W. 
Lund,  after  which  the  procession  was  reformed  and  continued  to  the 
Swampscott  cemetery,  where  every  military  and  civic  honor  was  paid  to 
the  heroic  dead. 

On  December  31  the  casket  containing  the  body  of  Harry  W.  Eastman 
was  received  in  Swampscott  from  France.  Again,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
previous  military  funerals,  the  body  was  placed  in  the  Town  Hall  under  a 
guard  of  honor,  composed  of  members  of  the  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  57, 
American  Legion.    National,  State  and  legion  colors  were  placed  about 
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the  casket,  which  was  banked  by  many  floral  pieces  from  the  town,  frater- 
nal organizations  and  citizens.  On  Sunday,  January  i,  a  military  funeral 
was  held,  escorting  the  remains  from  the  Town  Hall  to  the  Congrega- 
gational  Church  on  Blaney  street.  The  address  of  Chaplain  Rev.  Robert 
Campbell,  Jr.,  was  followed  by  the  ritual  funeral  service  conducted  by  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Many  citizens  were  present  and  the 
services  were  most  impressive.  The  military  procession  reformed  with 
officers  of  the  town,  and  the  remains  were  borne  to  their  last  resting  place 
in  the  Legion  lot  in  the  Swampscott  cemetery.  The  interment  was  solem- 
nized according  to  military  custom  by  a  firing  of  three  volleys  by  a  squad 
of  soldiers. 

XXI.  Insurance. 

We  feel  that  one  of  the  principal  accomplishments  during  the  past  year 
has  been  the  readjustment  of  the  fire  insurance  of  town  property.  After 
months  of  exhaustive  study  this  has  been  put  on  a  strictly  business  basis, 
and  the  old  method  of  insuring  the  property  specifically  has  been  replaced 
by  a  modern  municipal  schedule.  This  is  the  method  pursued  by  many 
municipalities,  and  gives  the  town  a  standard  policy  contract  incorporat- 
ing all  property  under  one  form  of  description.  The  average  cost  on  this 
basis  is  lower  than  under  the  former  method. 

Early  in  the  year  a  careful  appraisal  of  all  town  property  was  made  by  a 
Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Harry  E.  Hardy  and  Oscar  G.  Poor,  who 
were  appointed  by  the  board.  This  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  insurance 
in  force  at  that  time  did  not  much  more  than  half  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  co-insurance  clauses.  In  the  event  of  a  large  loss  the  town 
would,  therefore,  have  been  a  heavy  loser. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  facts  as  disclosed,  the  board  felt  in  duty 
bound  to  correct  the  situation  by  adopting  a  sta:.  dard  policy  contract,  based 
upon  90  per  cent,  sound  replacement  value  of  the  public  buildings  in  the 
town.  Before  definite  action  was  taken,  however,  a  conference  was  held 
with  the  Finance  Committee,  resulting  in  their  agreement  and  the  transfer 
of  funds  to  permit  the  new  plan  to  be  put  into  operation  at  once. 

At  the  start  of  the  investigation  the  average  fire  insurance  rate  figured  a 
little  over  40  cents  per  $100,  but  the  engineers  having  the  details  in  charge 
were  so  painstaking  in  their  efforts  to  secure  the  most  favorable  rate 
possible,  that  they  exceeded  their  original  expectation  of  securing  a  36 
cent  rate  and  obtained  an  average  rate  of  31  cents  under  date  of  June  15th. 
Later  in  the  year  further  efforts  were  made  by  them,  until  on  November 
ist  a  rate  of  29  cents  per  $100  was  secured. 

Our  former  inadequate  amount  of  insurance,  namely,  $360,000,  cost 
as  approximately  $1,500  per  year;  whereas  to-day  we  are  insured  for 
$775,000,  or  90  per  cent,  of  the  sound  replacement  value,  at  an  annual 
expense  of  about  $2,000.  It  will  be  noted,  therefore,  that  this  shows  an 
increase  of  over  100  per  cent,  in  insurance  protection  at  a  cost  of  only  one- 
third  more  than  we  were  previously  paying. 

In  the  readjustment  our  policies  have  been  so  arranged  that  a  relatively 
equal  amount  of  premium  will  come  due  eaeh  year,  although  we  are  still 
securing  the  saving  obtained  by  writing  the  policies  on  the  three  or  five 
year  basis. 

Furthermore,  your  board  has  secured  full  rebate  on  all  policies  which 
were  affected  by  the  reductions  in  rates,  and  the  return  premium  thus 
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secured  total,  approximately  $600,  on  the  first  and  $150  on  the  second 
reduction. 

In  order  to  continue  this  plan  of  insurance,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
amount  of  $2,000  be  appropriated  for  the  year  1922. 

XXII.    Fire  Department. 

Acting  under  the  Statute,  the  following  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  was 
appointed  on  April  29,  1921  :  Thomas  S.  Leadbetter,  George  F.  Clay, 
Harry  E.  Hardy. 

XXIII.    Rules  for  Police  and  Fire  Deparments. 

For  some  time  the  board  has  felt  that  there  should  be  uniform  rules 
applying  to  vacation  and  days  oft  in  both  the  Police  and  Fire  departments. 
This  we  found  is  customary  in  most  towns  and  cities,  and  is  necessary 
in  justice  both  to  the  men  and  to  the  town.  Furthermore,  in  the  past  there 
have  been  a  number  of  cases  of  extended  sick  leave,  and  the  board  found 
it  necessary  to  make  frequent  special  rulings. 

A  conference  was  held  resulting  in  the  adoption  of  the  following  rules 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  Police  Department  and  by  the  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  for  the  Fire  Department : — 

Vacations. 

Every  permanent  man  who  has  been  in  the  department  for  at  least  six 
months  previous  to  June  i,  shall  be  allowed  a  vacation  of  fourteen  days 
with  pay. 

Days  Off. 

Days  off  may  be  exchanged  during  the  vacation  season  so  that  one  may 
fall  immediately  before  and  one  immediately  after  a  vacation,  permitting 
an  absence  of  sixteen  consecutive  days  when  such  arrangement  is  made. 

Sick  Leave. 

For  disability  incurred  in  the  performance  of  duty. 
Full  pay,  with  doctor's  certificate  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
until  recovery. 

Sick  Leave. 

For  disability  not  incurred  in  the  performance  of  duty. 
One-half  pay,  with  doctor's  certificate  approved  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, not  to  exceed  thirty  days. 

Leave  for  Death  in  Family. 
A  man  shall  be  allowed  three  days  with  pay  in  case  of  the  death  of  his 
wife,  child,  father  or  mother,  sister  or  brother,  or  death  of  his  wife's 
father  or  mother,  or  sister. 

Attention  to  Duties. 

Each  member  of  the  regular  police  force  shall  devote  his  whole  time  and 
attention  to  the  business  of  the  department,  and  he  is  expressly  forbidden 
to  follow  any  other  business  or  calling. 
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In  order  to  assist  the  Chief  of  Police  in  maintaining  discipline,  other 
rules  will  be  added  from  time  to  time,  when  necessary. 

Police  Station. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  sum  of  $3,000  was  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reconstructing  the  police  station.  Plans  were  prepared  by  W.  W. 
Pratt,  town  engineer,  and  proposals  were  advertised  in  the  usual  manner. 

The  following  bids  were  received  :

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Coleman  M.  Wood,  the  lowest  bidder. 

As  it  was  evident  that  the  entire  work  as  contemplated  by  the  town, 
including  heating  and  plumbing,  could  not  be  accomplished  for  the 
amount  appropriated,  the  board  conferred  with  the  Finance  Committee, 
which  approved  the  transfer  of  $800  from  the  reserve  fund.  Proposals  for 
heating  and  plumbing  were  advertised  and  the  following  bids  received  :

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Connell  &  McDermott,  the  lowest  bidder. 
The  work  was  completed  and  the  remodeled  station  opened  on  August 
5,  1921. 

Owing  to  the  limited  appropriation,  it  was  not  possible  to  add  the  new 
cells  or  to  install  heating  apparatus  in  the  garage.  The  work  which  was 
actually  accomplished,  however,  is  gratifying,  and  the  station  now 
presents  a  more  modern  and  business-like  appearance  than  heretofore. 

There  is  a  large  office  on  the  main  floor,  together  with  a  private  office 
for  the  Chief  of  Police.  On  the  second  floor  there  is  a  guard  room, 
together  with  room  for  lockers,  and  a  toilet. 

With  these  changes  and  the  possible  addition  of  a  number  of  cells  and 
minor  repairs,  the  station  should  be  adequate  for  police  purposes  for  many 
years. 

XXV.    Building  Inspector. 

An  application  for  Building  Inspector  was  received  by  the  board  early 
in  the  year  from  Mr.  John  T.  Lee.  He  at  the  same  time  presented  a 
number  of  letters  from  men  of  prominence  who  were  familiar  with  his 
work  as  a  constructor  and  training  as  an  engineer.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
the  Lowell  Institute  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  having 
successfully  completed  courses  in  mechanical,  electrical  and  structural 
engineering.  During  the  period  of  the  World  War  he  served  with 
distinction  in  the  American  Expeditionary  Force. 

The  board  has  felt  for  some  time  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  the 
position  of  Building  Inspector  filled  by  a  man  of  technical  training. 

Mr.  Lee's  qualifications  together  with  the  recent  vote  of  the  town,  giving 
service  men  preference  in  appointive  offices,  led  the  board  to  appoint  him 
to  the  position  of  Building  Inspector.

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XXVI.  Preservation  of  John  Humphrey  House. 

An  Old  Landmark. 

A  noteworthy  civic  achievement  of  the  year  was  the  preservation  of 
the  historic  John  Humphrey  House  through  the  efforts  of  the  Swampscott 
Historical  Society. 

Seven  hundred  and  seven  citizens  of  Swampscott  and  surrounding 
towns  and  cities  contributed  to  this  worthy  object.  A  little  over  $4,300 
was  thus  made  available. 

Although  the  house  has  passed  through  many  vicissitudes  since  its 
erection  by  Deputy  Governor  John  Humphrey,  some  time  prior  to  1637, 
it  is  still  in  a  fair  state  of  preservation.  This  is  probably  the  oldest 
house  now  standing  in  New  England,  and  is  a  relic  of  the  early  days  of 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.    Its  history  is  long  and  interesting. 

The  society  at  once  made  such  repairs  as  were  immediately  neces- 
sary to  preserve  the  house.  These  included  shingling  of  the  roof, 
and  making  the  house  tight  against  weather  conditions.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion, as  soon  as  funds  are  available,  to  make  more  extensive  restoration 
and  place  the  house  in  conditon  for  historical  use  of  citizens  of  this  and 
other  towns  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  our  forefathers  who  first  settled 
The  Colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England. 

The  board  desires  to  congratulate  the  society  and  its  members  on  this 
most  worthy  accomplishment. 

XXVII.  Essex  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 

So  much  comment  has  appeared  in  the  press  during  the  past  year, 
relative  to  the  Essex  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital,  that  the  board  believes 
it  unnecessary  to  review  this  subject  here.  Nevertheless,  it  is  a  real  prob- 
blem  which  will  confront  Swampscott  and  other  towns  and  cities  which 
are  called  upon  to  bear  the  great  expense  of  this  enterprise. 

As  estimated  by  the  County  Commissioners,  Swampscott's  share  of  the 
first  cost  is  $79,000,  which  in  no  way  includes  the  cost  of  maintenance  and 
operation. 

The  approximate  cost  of  the  hospital  and  grounds  to  date  is  $1,500,000. 
From  the  present  outlook,  the  total  cost  of  the  hospital,  buildings  and 
equipment,  when  completed,  will  be  much  in  excess  of  the  above  figure. 

The  people  of  Essex  county  stand  ready  and  willing  to  provide  every 
reasonable  facility  for  the  care  of  those  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  be 
afflicted  with  tuberculosis.  Nevertheless,  there  is  a  general  feeling  that 
the  hospital,  as  laid  out  and  built,  is  of  much  greater  capacity  than  will  be 
required  for  many  years,  and  that  money  has  been  spent  for  expensive 
features  which  will  not  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients. 

Accordingly,  a  conference  of  the  mayors  and  selectmen  of  the  cities  and 
towns  directly  involved  was  recently  held  at  Beverly,  at  which  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  were  drawn  up  and  signed.  These  were  presented  to  the 
General  Court  on  January  12,  1922  : 

We,  the  undersigned  representatives  of  communities  in  Essex  County 
called  upon  to  pay  an  unjust  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  Middleton  Tuber- 
culosis Hospital,  erected  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  Essex  County, 
in  meeting  assembled  in  Beverly  City  Hall,  January  loth,  submit  the 
following  : 
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Whereas,  By  Chapter  286  of  the  General  Acts  of  the  year  1916  (General 
Law  III,  Sections  78-91),  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  gave  the 
County  Commissioners  of  Essex  County  a  right  to  spend  unlimited  funds 
in  the  erection  of  a  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital,  one  of  the  most 
astounding  pieces  of  legislation  ever  enacted  by  a  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture, and  as  a  result  of  w^hich  certain  cities  and  towns  of  Essex  County 
are  subject  to  an  uncalled  for  and  excessive  demand  for  a  proportionate 
share  of  the  expense  of  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  said  hospital,  con- 
taining accommodations  for  approximately  two  hundred  fifty  beds,  and 

Whereas,  The  cities  and  towns  called  upon  to  pay  a  proportionate  part 
of  the  cost  of  erection  and  maintenance  of  this  hospital  require  accom- 
modations for  only  fifty  beds,  one-fifth  of  the  accommodations  provided 
for  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  Essex  County,  and 

Whereas,  An  injustice  has  been  done  to  the  communities  now  called 
upon  to  pay  this  excessive  proportionate  cost  of  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  this  hospital  by  this  act  of  the  Legislature,  and 

Whereas,  Communities  outside  of  Essex  County  are  sending  patients 
to  the  Middleton  Tuberculosis  Hospital  for  treatment,  and 

Whereas,  This  Middleton  Tuberculosis  Hospital  is  constructed  on  the 
principle  of  a  State  or  national  hospital  and  not  a  county  hospital,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  commo  i  knowledge  that  municipal  taxation  is  extremely 
heavy  and  burdensome,  and  that  municipalities  have  enough  local  prob- 
lems and  expenditures  to  meet  without  this  additional  burden,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  undersigned  representatives  of  the  communities 
in  Essex  County  affected  by  the  above  named  legislation,  do  hereby  peti- 
tion in  behalf  of  the  communities  which  we  represent,  for  substantial 
relief  in  the  way  of  either  State  aid,  by  the  taking  over  by  the  Common- 
wealth of  this  hospital,  or  by  some  other  legislation  or  relief  as  the  legis- 
lature may  deem  just  and  proper ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  representatives  of  the  citizens  of  the  various 
municipalities  affected  by  this  legislation,  urge  that  strong  representation 
be  made  to  the  great  and  general  court  that  this  relief  is  necessary  and 
proper  and  should  be  given  forthwith. 

The  matter  is  now  pending  before  the  General  Court. 

XXVIU.    Point  of  Pines  Bridge. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Point  of  Pines  bridge,  over  the  Saugus  River, 
in  ten  days  of  actual  building,  attracted  world-wide  attention,  not  only  as 
a  remarkable  engineering  feat,  but  also  as  an  example  of  whp.t  can  be 
accomplished  in  civic  affairs  by  united  and  harmonious  effort,  properly 
directed. 

The  idea  originated  with  the  chairman  of  your  board,  who  received  the 
hearty  support  of  his  associates,  as  is  indicated  in  the  following  letter, 
which  is  the  first  request  of  a  municipality  for  a  temporary  bridge  : 

Swampscott,  Mass.,  June  22,  1921. 
Subject :  Point  of  Pines  Bridge  over  Saugus  River. 
Mr.  James  A.  Bailey, 

Chairman  Metropolitan  District  Commission, 
i8Tremont  street,  Boston,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir, — The  partial  destruction  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  inst. 
of  the  boulevard  bridge  crossing  the  Saug^us  river,  is  a  serious  blow  to  the 
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people  of  the  cities  and  towns  along  the  entire  North  Shore  of  New 
England. 

It  is  needless  to  point  out  that  at  this  time  of  the  year  traffic  along  the 
boulevard  is  particularly  heavy.  Many  citizens  of  our  town  depend  on 
this  route  to  reach  their  places  of  business  in  Boston  and  elsewhere,  and 
our  large  hotels  and  summer  resorts  rely  upon  this  avenue,  both  for 
patronage  and  supplies. 

Of  course,  we  realize  that  your  division  is  fully  cognizant  of  these  facts 
and  conditions,  and  alive  to  the  necessity  for  prompt  action.  We  note 
from  a  press  account  of  last  evening,  that  it  is  planned  to  commence  the 
erection  of  a  concrete  bridge  immediately.  If  the  report  be  correct,  and 
this  plan  be  carried  out,  traffic  along  the  boulevard  will  be  cut  off  for  a 
period  of  several  months  at  least,  and  probably  during  the  entire  summer 
season,  which  is  now  nearing  its  height. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  we  would  respectfully 
urge  that  a  temporary  structure  of  wood  or  steel  be  erected  in  the  shortest 
possible  time,  leaving  the  permanent  work  to  be  done  later  in  the  fall. 
We  believe  that  this  will  not  only  accommodate  many  business  interests, 
but  will  be  a  source  of  great  relief  to  the  thousands  of  tourists  who  come 
to  this  section  of  New  England  during  the  summer  months. 

The  cost  of  the  temporary  structure,  we  believe,  is  fully  warranted  by 
the  conditions  set  forth  herewith,  and,  we  trust,  that  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  will  view  the  matter  in  the  same  light  and  erect  a 
temporary  bridge,  which  may  be  completed  within  a  week  or  ten  days,  at 
the  most. 

This  matter  is  of  vital  interest  to  our  community  and  the  Common- 
wealth at  large,  and  we  strongly  urge  favorable  action.

On  June  29,  the  day  before  the  hearing,  which  was  granted  by  the  Met- 
ropolitan Division  Commission,  your  Chairman  called  on  Mr.  R.  H.  Rice, 
Manager  of  the  General  Electric  Company,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  General  Electric  Company  "could  rebuild  the  bridge  in  short  order. 
Mr.  Rice  immediately  agreed  to  this,  and  authorized  your  Chairman  to 
state  that  the  Company  would  undertake  to  do  the  work  on  a  no-profit 
basis,  and  to  open  the  bridge  within  a  week  or  ten  days  from  the  com- 
mencement of  actual  operations. 

Your  Chairman  presented  this  offer  at  the  hearing  of  the  Commissioners 
on  June  30th,  and  it  was  favorably  received  by  them. 

The  question  of  financing  the  project  was  raised,  and  Mayor  Walter  H. 
Creamer  stated  that  the  City  of  Lynn  would  provide  the  necessary  funds 
by  bond  issue. 

The  hearty  support  of  Governor  Channing  H.  Cox  was  given  to  the 
enterprise,  and  on  July  i  the  Metropolitan  Division  Commission  author- 
ized the  General  Electric  Company  and  the  City  of  Lynn  to  build  the 
bridge. 
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In  order  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  War  Department  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  special  engineering  plans  were  required,  and  these 
were  completed  in  a  few  hours,  so  all  formalities  had  been  attended  to, 
proper  authority  obtained  and  the  work  placed  under  the  direction  of  your 
Chairman,  Henry  S.  Baldwin,  as  Chief  Engineer,  representing  all  inter- 
ested parties,  including  the  Commonwealth,  the  City  of  Lynn,  and  the 
General  Electric  Company. 

As  work  progressed,  it  was  found  that  this  concentration  of  power  in 
the  person  of  Chief  Engineer  was  most  helpful.  All  departments  of  the 
General  Electric  Company  were  placed,  without  reserve,  at  his  disposal. 
These  included  plant  engineering,  under  Mr.  John  J.  Trudinger  ;  construc- 
tion and  superintendence,  under  Mr.  John  E.Morse;  purchasing,  black- 
smith,woodworking  and  many  other  departments.  The  illuminating  depart- 
ment supplied  floodlights  so  that  the  work  could  be  carried  on  at  night, 
and  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  company  installed  tele- 
phones at  each  bridge  head,  which  resulted  in  saving  a  great  amount  of 
time  in  transmitting  messages. 

Although  it  was  not  a  part  of  the  original  plan,  it  was  decided  to 
remove  all  of  the  wreckage  of  the  old  bridge  before  starting  on  the  new 
work.  This  was  commenced  on  July  5,  and  was  not  completed  until  the 
8th.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  all  the  work  was  done  in  tide  water,  with 
unusually  high  tides,  storms  and  diflficulties  in  obtaining  material,  the 
bridge  was  ready  to  be  opened  to  the  public  on  July  18,  or  in  ten  working 
days  of  actual  bridge  construction. 

It  is  an  interesting  coincidence  that  Caesar's  Bridge,  across  the  River 
Rhine,  built  in  the  year  55  b.c,  was  of  nearly  the  same  design  and  size, 
and  was,  also,  built  in  ten  days. 

Some  420  feet  of  bridge  were  actually  rebuilt,  in  addition  to  bracing  and 
repairs  which  were  made  on  work  which  had  not  been  destroyed. 

The  original  estimate  of  June  30th,  of  the  cost  of  reconstruction,  was 
$33,000;  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  then 
contemplated  was  $29,700,  or  10  per  cent,  less  than  the  estimate. 

After  the  work  had  been  started  a  number  of  changes  were  decided 
upon,  including  tearing  out  the  burned  platform,  new  oak  piles,  and  a 
spruce  deck  or  wearing  surface. 

It  was  also  decided  to  insure  the  bridge  and  to  provide  two  pontoons 
for  future  fire  protection.  These  items,  in  addition  to  the  bridge  work, 
brought  the  total  cost  of  the  enterprise  to  $37,853.15.  The  bridge,  there- 
fore, was  built  in  the  time  agreed  and  for  10  per  cent,  less  than  the 
original  estimate. 

In  this  simple  way  the  principal  artery  for  motor  traflSc  connecting  the 
northern  part  of  New  England  with  Boston  and  the  South,  was  opened  in 
the  brief  space  of  a  month  from  the  date  of  the  fire. 

Had  the  plans  of  the  Metropolitan  Division  Commission  for  a  permanent 
concrete  steel  structure  been  carried  out,  this  important  highway  would 
have  been  cutoff  for  six  months,  and  possibly  longer,  thus  causing  a  vast 
amount  of  inconvenience  and  loss  to  the  people  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  of  New  England.

During  the  year  two  regular  audits  have  been  made  by  the  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  of  all  books  of  the 
town .

The  net  debt  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  192 1,  amounted 
to  $714,296.92.  This  shows  an  increase  of  $11,516.78  during  the  year  of 
1921.

Sir, — As  directed  by  you  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  July  i  to  Decem- 
ber 3 1 ,  192 1 ,  and  submit  the  following  report : 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  receipts  being  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with 
the  records  of  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  the  pay- 
ments being  checked  with  the  treasurer's  warrants  authorizing  payments 
and  with  his  cash  book.  The  ledger  was  analyzed  and  a  balance  sheet 
prepared  showing  the  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  192  i,  and 
the  classification  book  was  examined  and  checked  to  the  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined,  the  reported 
receipts  being  compared  with  the  records  of  the  departments  making  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accountant's  books.  The  payments 
on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling 
due,  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds,  notes  and  coupons  on  file.  Payments 
were  checked  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them.  The  cash  on  hand 
was  verified  with  the  bank  statements  and  the  bank  balances  were 
reconciled. 
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The  trust  and  investment  accounts  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  and 
the  water  sinking  fund  in  custody  of  the  water  commissioners,  were 
checked  and  found  to  be  as  shown  on  the  books. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  checked,  the 
collections  as  shown  on  the  cash  book  being  checked  to  the  commitment 
book  and  proved  to  the  payments  to  the  treasurer.  The  abatements  were 
checked  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  accounts  of  the  town  clerk,  health  department,  library,  and  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures  were  checked  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's 
and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  water  department  were  examined,  the 
commitments  being  proved,  the  collections  checked,  and  payments  to  the 
treasurer  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books  ;  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the 
treasurer's  cash,  a  statement  of  the  debt  and  interest  coupon  account, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  and  water  department  accounts, 
receivable  accounts,  together  with  statements  of  the  sinking  and  trust 
fund  accounts.    A  balance  sheet  as  of  December  31,  1921,  is  also  included. 

The  balance  shows  the  town  to  be  in  good  financial  condition.  There 
are,  however,  a  number  of  overdrawn  accounts  which  must  be  provided 
for  by  appropriation  by  the  town.  Department  officials  should  plan 
their  work  within  the  sums  appropriated  by  the  town.  If  appropriations 
are  insufficient  to  permit  work  which,  in  their  judgment,  should  be  done, 
they  are  nevertheless  bound  by  the  sums  appropriated,  as  the  town  has  in 
effect  stated  that  it  wants  service  only  to  that  extent,  and  the  officials 
should,  therefore,  keep  the  expenditures  within  the  sums  available.  The 
statute  relative  to  this  matter  is  found  in  Section  31,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws,  and  is  as  follows  : 

No  department  of  any  city  or  town,  except  Boston,  shall 
incur  liability  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the 
use  of  such  department,  except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency 
involving  the  health  or  safety  of  persons  or  property,  and 
then  only  by  a  vote  in  a  city  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
the  city  council,  and  in  a  town  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Selectmen. 

To  the  several  department  officials  who  greatly  assisted  me  in  the  work 
of  the  audit  by  furnishing  me  with  all  books  and  records,  I  wish  on 
behalf  of  myself  and  for  my  assistants,  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
their  co-operation.
